"That it is the duty of tho Navy 
league, and of every patriotic Cana- 
dian, independent of party, to press 
in every way for a substantial i'on- 
trlbution to that imperial navy i v on 
which the very existence of Canada as 
a portion of the imperial fabric of em- 
pire depends, and that this meeting 
believes that a plebiscite of the people 
of Canada, independent of party, 
would support this resolution." 

The above resolution was adopted 
at a public meeting held in the city 
council chamber last evening under 
the auspices of tho Victoria and Es- 
quimau branch of the Navy league, 
and it embodies the feeling of tho 
gathering, which was fairly large and 
representative. Tho resolution was 
moved by Capt. Cllve Phllllps-Wolley 
and seconded by Capt. Lnngloy, and 
was carried most enthusiastically. 

This public meeting followed tho 
annual meeting of the "Victoria and 
Esquimau branch of the Navy league, 
at which reports for the year were 
presented and adopted and an execu- 
tive committee elected. The feature 
of the programme of the public meet- 
ing was a spirited and intcro/sting 
address on the British navy and Its 
relation to British Columbia. Capt. 
Phllllps-Wolly did not mince matters 
in 'his address, but hit right out from 
the shoulder when discussing tho 
question of Canadian contribution to 
tho imperial navy. Added pleasure 
was lent to the occasion by a num- 
ber of songs and musical selections. 

At tho annual meeting of the branch 
the report of the treasurer was read 
and other business incidental . to ; iho 
annual meeting was transacted, alter 
which the following executive com- 
mittee was elected:

As soon as this meeting had con- 
cluded its business those present ad- 
journed to the council chamber, where 
a number of people had gathered. 
Here Mayor Morley took tho chair,

Mayor Morley In opening thanked 
the league for the honor of being 
asked to preside at tho meeting. The 
work of the Navy league was keep- 
ing warm a feeling of loyalty and 
patriotism. He questioned if there 
was a person who was not proud of 
Britain's naval supremacy. He had 
often watched with pride the murcji- 
outs of the boys In blue from Esqui- 
mau, and he was sincerely sorry, as 
he knew every one present was, that 
they had been withdrawn. They were 
met together to bring to mind some 
of the groat achievements of the 
British navy, anil in doing so they 
were In tho proud position of know- 
ing that, there was not a single inci- 
dent among its records of which any 
Britisher had a cause to be ashamed, 
All could not be sailors, however, and 
ho had been called upon to do bis 
duty in another walk of life, He 
drew attention to tin? presence over 
his head of Nelson's Immortal signal 
hoisted on the morning of Trafalgar 
day. Nelson's signal had found an 
echo In tho hearts of the sailors that 
day, us well as in the hearts of all 
Britishers of the present day, Includ- 
ing those of Victoria. One of the 
ways to do their duty was by assist- 
ing in every possible way Jn the ad- 
vancement of the Interests of the Navy 
league.

A warship could steam only three 
thousand miloH without securing fresh 
supplies of coal, so that Britain by 
controlling the supply was mistress 
of the seas. He asked If this was 
to be sacrificed for the sake of a few 
paltry dollars? Canada was making 
money, but was neglecting to provide 
weapons with which to protect her 
wealth.

Boise, Idaho, May 11. — Substantial 
progress toward the formation of a 
jury to try Wm. B. Haywood for tho 
alleged murder of Frank Steunenberg 
was made on this, the third day of 
the trial. The selection of talesmen 
halted for three hours over chairs 
numbered five and six, but once those 
seats hud been filled, progiess was" 
rapid. At thy adjournment counsel 
for tho defence had temporarily pass- 
ed the tenth talesman. They have 
but two more to examine in chief, 
with re-examinations of those tem- 
porarily passed today. So with reas- 
onable progress, the twelfth talesman 
should be passed tomorrow in time to 
open the way for the first peremp- 
tory challenge, the exercise of which 
marks entry to the final stage of the 
selection of the jury. Clarence Dar- 
t'OW and Edgar "Wilson for the do- 
fence divided the work of examining 
talesmen today, The examirrfition 
failed, however, to disclose any mili- 
tary men among the talesmen, 

The lino of questioning by the defence 
invariably goes Into President Roose-

Ottawa, May 14. — The value of the 
total trade of Canada for the twelve 
months ending March 31st, according 
to llgures prepared by tho department 
of trade and commerce, reached the 
splendid total of 5012,581,351, an In- 
crease over the preceding twelve 
months cf $a2,12!),095. Tho imports 
were valued at 53-10, 374, 715, an in- 
creaso of sixty millions, while the ex- 
ports totalled $272,206,606, an lncrcaso 
of $32,000,000. The Imports from Bri- 
tain totalled $53,229,250; from tho 
States, $208,721,601. The exports to 
Great Brltuln totalled $134,409,430; to 
the United States, $109,772,944. The 
dutiable goods Imported were valued 
at $200,901,500; free goods, $128,868,- 
781; bullion, $9,604,464. The duty col- 
lected was $53,000,545, as against $45,- 
129,009 In the previous twelve months. 

Tho geological survey department is 
sending out some twenty-live parties 
this year, covering evory portion of 
tho "Dominion. McConnell and Mac 
Laren will examine the mineral areas 
of the southern portion of the Yukon 
Territory, Including the copper de- 
posits of Whltehorse and the rich 
silver deposits of Conrad. Cairns will 
survey the coal areas along tho river, 
Keller'will head a party to the upper 
waters of the Pelly and Stewart rivers. 
This party will be out two years, tho 
return journey to be mado across the 
Vnountalps by tlie Gravel and some 
other riv^-s (lowing into the Mackenzie, 
J. A. Banaroft will survey along the 
coast from Skeena to the Portland 
canal, thence along Bear creek. Leech 
will spend the summer in the vicinity 
uf Bulkley valley, and Connell in the 
"Simllkameen. Brocic and Boyd will 
examine the Lardeau district, and if 
time permits, a portion of tho Slocan 
district. 

The experimental farm furnished a 
supply of seeds to tho Japanese gov- 
ernment for planting in the southern 
portion of Saghallen Island, taken 
over from Russia after tho lato war. 

The Royal Society commenced Its 
annual meeting to-day. 

The Minister of the Interior has 
determined to open 1,618 Doukhobor 
homesteads for general use on June 
1st. Simultaneously in tho various 
Dominion land agencies interested 
townships will bo opened for entry 
and the public given an opportunity 
to obtain these lands, which for tho 
most part arc splendid agricultural 
lands. 

Civil servants have formed a union 
in order to more properly make rep- 
resentations to the government as to 
matters affecting their Interests. A 
letter was received from Hon. W. S 
Fielding, saying that the government 
would not oppose the formation of 
such a union.

Mr. Healy In an open letter 
declared that tho "Introduction of the 
bill was the worst day's work done for 
Ireland in my time, and to proceed 
with it would be a crime against tho 
Irish nation." He added: "Tho first 
draft of tho bill was better than the 
last. Each fresh draft grow steadily 
worse under tho shears of Rosebery- 
i." He was hero referring to For- 
eign Secretary Grey, War Secretary 
Haklano and Chancellor of tho Ex- 
chequer Asquith, followers of Lord 
Rosebery, who aro members of tlie 
cabinet. Neither tho Chief Secretary 
of Ireland nor tho Premier according 
to Mr. Healy, favored tho introduction 
of tho "stunted bantling, which saw 
tho light v of day because of pressure of 
tho Irish leaders." 

Cardinal Logu e goes so far as to 
say: "I believe that any polltlcan

Sir Wilfrid Laurier's Resolution 
for Steamship Subsidies 
Adopted

London, May 14.— Tho Imperial 
Conference wound up today, and If 
the attending colonial premiers spoko 
their feelings to tho public as they 
did to their acquaintances they would 
call it a failure. 

Coming with high hopos of a pre- 
ferential trade schemo and elaborate 
programmes for imperialistic legisla- 
tion they have succeeded In pressing 
upon tho government only a few minor 
projects. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler, tho Canadian 
premier, supported the government at 
every stage of tho opposition to pre- 
ferential trade, and as a result ho has 
been unpopular with his colleagues. 

Alfred Deakln, tho premier of Aus- 
tralia, lost no chance of proclaiming 
the Japaneso menace to Australia a 
vital problem, 

Sir Robert Bond, premier of Now 
foundland, contrary to expectations, 
succeeded in getting tho Newfound- 
land fishery question before the con- 
ference today. Sir Robert moved a 
resolution to tho effect that if tho 
homo government failed to support 
the colonies in carrying out local 
statutes, but suspended or al-w^atod 
them at tho Instance of a foreign: 
power, this act would constitute a 
■crlous Infringement of autonomous 
rights. Ho urged that tho assent of 
tho Crown should be given to the ha,t 
act of 1900, that the colony should prt 
bo fettered by any modus vlvondi in 
carrying out laws approved ' oy it, 
and the homo government sh mid pro- 
ceed to defend ■ the rights of Ameri- 
can 'citizens under tho treaty of 1818 
which ho declared Newfoundland 
did not want to limit '.1 any way; 

Sir Robert pleaded earnestly with 
the Earl of Elgin, secretary of stato 
for the colonies, that "if we loso tho 
fishing industry, we lose everything. 
Unless you do something for us, 
something to enable us to retain tho 
means of subsistence, wo shall 
starve." 

Upon tho Earl of Elgin replying to 
the effect that the government was 
unable to do wrong, tho Premier of 
Newfoundland jumped to his feet and 
exclaimed: "This Is a gross humilia- 
tion and neglect which you would not 
dare to offer to a colony powerful 
enough to give effect to Us resent- 
ment. It Is most unjust/ and I re- 
peat again that you aro deliberately 
neglecting us for the sako of Ameri- 
can interests." 

Then, gathering up his papers, Sir 
Robert quit the room without utter- 
ing anothchr word. 

All tho premiers were in agreement 
with the spirit of tho resolution and 
In full sympathy with tho caso as 
presented. 

In tho earlier part of tho day tlio 
conference adopted tho resolution pre- 
sented by Sir Wilfrid Laurler In favor 
of Imperlnl subsidies for fast steam- 
ship services on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, connecting London, via Canada 
with Australia and Hongkong. A com- 
mittee is to ho appointed to enquiro 
Into the cost.

Albany, May 14. — Almost sensational 
was tho surprise given tho legislature 
by the announcement that Governor 
Hughes had insisted that tho bill oi 
Senator O'Neill and Assemblyman 
Merritt, incorporating and empowor- 1 
Ing the Long Sault Development Co.,, 
to develop oxtensivo power on tho St., 
Lawrence river should contain a pro- 
vision for subtantial and Increasing 
compensation to the State. This es- 
tablished a precedent in the legislature 
on matters of this sort. Tho bill as 
originally introduced contained no 
such provision. It passes both houses 
and was then recalled by tho Governor 
last night It was ro-Introduccd with 
Vital changes, which the sponsors un- 
derstand to represent tho Governor's 
views, 

Governor Hughes, it Is said with 
authority, insists that tho time has 
come when grants of land under 
water, water rights, and other privi- 
leges by tho state to private corpora- 
tions should bo accompanied by a pro- 
vision for adequate compensation to 
the state for the benefits conferred.

Some time ago, it will be 
remembered, the waiters asked their 
employers for a reduction in the num- 
ber of working hours per day and that 
they bo required, to work only six 
days a week' instead of seven as at 
present- 
No agreement was reached, and last 
night the v alters held a meeting after 
which th restaurant owners and hotel 
keepers were notlfieAl thiilt unless 
the demands made xipon them were 
granted the men would quit work at 
10 o'clock today. If the men quit It 
will not be in the nature of a strike. 
They say they will leave their posi- 
tions for good. 

The men volunteer to accept a re- 
duction in wages if the employers 
will givo them one day a week off 
work. 



DISTILLERY BURNED 

Belleville, Ont„ May 13— A disastrous 
fire occurred shortly after G o'clock 
this morning when the H. Corby dis- 
tillery and mill were totally destroyed, 
entailing p. loss roughly estimated at 
S2."0,00O, and as a result one man may 
lose Ids life. 

The fire was discovered by Daniel 
Hubbi night watchman, who noticed 
.smoke Issuing from />no of the dlstll- 
ing rooms. He went up a stairway, 
and on opening the door was met by 
a wall of fire which struck him in the 
face, knocking him backwards Into the 
fire hole. He was stunned, bjitdln a 



few minutes revived and ran to where. 
Kugeno Davison, one of tho proprietors, 
The latter was awakened and hurried 
to the scene, but when he arrived th, 
whole place was a mass of flames. 

Two hundred thousand bags of grain 
and nine thousand gallons of whiskey 
were destroyed. 

There were several narrow escapes, 
owing to falling walls. 

Tho building was four stories high, 
and one of tho oldest distilleries In 
Canada. It was built by the late 
Henry Crosby, 1859. 

Eugene Davidson, of tho firm, said 
the loss would probably bo $260,000, 
with insurance of probably ? 1 00,000, 
but was not then able to tell what 
companies were interested. He fur- 
ther stated that rebuilding would start 
immediately on what would bo the 
most modern and up-to-date distillery 
in America. There are 1,200 cattle' at 
tho distillery being fed from slop, and 
now this is cut off. They are owned 
by Geo. Dean, of Toronto, and his loss 
will be considerable, as their condition 
is not fit for the market. The Corby 
mill was situated four miles north of 
the city on the River Molra.

Weather, Scarcity of Labor and 
Failure of Other 
Roads 



Ottawa, May 111.— The Grand Trunk 
Pacllic and Its contractors are going 
to have a hard time to complete their 
line from Winnipeg to tho coast for 
1911, tho dato contracted for with 
parliament. The weather has been 
going against tho work and this com- 
bined with the scarcity of labor and 
lack of motive power on the other 
railroads, has thrown the whole back 
tho better part of a year behind ex- 
pectations. The temperature and 
transportation are tho chief troubles. 

Tho contractors have graded many 
miles of the lino between Portage la 
Prairie a'nd Edmonton and have the 
rails ready to lay, but cannot get the 
ties to lay them on. Contracts were 
entered Into more than a year ago for 
nil the ties that would be required, 
but tho tie men have had trouble last 
summer with low water. They could 
not lloat them to accessible points. 
This winter tho snow was too deep to 
get them out and this summer there 
arc none availnblo though the price 
has gone up from twenty-five to 
eighty cents. Tho tie-up on tho rail- 
roads has prevented the contractors 
getting their plants in. Foley Bros, 
started an • immense plant three 
months ago for construction work in 
tho vicinity of Edmonton, It is un- 
derstood tha none of it has arrived 
yet, but is scattered over sidings all 
the way between Miirneapolis and the 
point nf destination. The contractors 
arranged for a sufficient supply of 
labor. Among other things they paid 
tho passago of fifteen hundred men 
from Scotland to do railroad work 
this summer, but tho season has been 
so late that tho men cannot be made 
use of. Snow and frost has prevent- 
ed operations being commenced on 
any adequate scale .so far. Last year 
men were at work on construction six 
weeks earlier than the present date. 

Mr. Hayes expected that the Grand 
Trunk Pacllic would be able to assist 
In hauling out the crop grown this 
summer. It does not appear now that 
these expectations will be realized. 
The whole of the route from Winnipeg 
to tho Pacific has been approved, with 
tho exception of twenty miles on the 
eastern end and also about seven hun- 
dred miles on the western end from 
I he Yellow Head pass to tiie coast. 
It is known that this will all bo with- 
in the grade limit of four-tenths 'of 
one per cent., with the exception of 
one pusher grade of twenty miles. On 
this stretch tho grade will be about 
one per cent. V : 



CHARGES OF MURDER 
SPRING ASSIZES 



True Bills Returned in Cases of 
Donald McKay and George 
Williams 



The spring assizes opened in the 
court house hero yesterday morning, 
and during tho day 'true bills were re- 
turned ugainst Donald McKay, accus- 
ed of the murder of John William 
Tyrrell, a negro, and against George 
Williams, accused of the murder of 
Alfred Douglas at Salt Spring Island. 
McKay was placed on trial and con 
siderablc of the evidence In the case 
taken. 

Mr. Justice Irving, who is presiding, 
in charging the grand jury briefly 
referred to the t'act that the only two 
cases on the docket involved the most 
serious crime in the calendar, murder. 
He explained to the jurors their duty, 
after which they retired and took up 
the indictment agaLVist Donald Mc- 
Kay, and in a short time returned with 
a true bill. 

McKay was then pluced on trial. 
He Is being defended by .1. A. Aikman 
and J. D. Courtney, while \V, J. Tay- 
lor, K. C, is acting for the crown. 

The first witness called was Mary 
Cowglll. She told the story of the 
crime as she told it at the preliminary 
hearing in the police court. She de- 
scribed how McKay had on the morn- 
ing of April 19th, come to the house 
where she and Tyrrell were living, and 
had broken In the door. McKay had 
attacked her, and later attacked Tyr- 
rell. She had told him not to hurt the 
old man or she would kill him. Mc- 
Kay had then struck her again, and 
she had run out of the house. While 
outside she heard the struggle going 
on inside. Afterwards she had looked 
in through the front door and had seen 
Tyrrell lying on th* floor. She left 
the premises with" McKay, but later 
returned and found that Tyrrell was 
dead. Sho had mot McKay later in 
the morning, and when she had In- 
formed nini that ho killed Tyrrell he 
had replied: "I don't give a •." 

Dr. Robertson was then called to 
the stand to give medical testimony 
as to Tyrrell's death and the cause 
of 1U 

At tho request of tho crown prose- 
cutor the jury yesterday afternoon 
visited the house where tho murder 
was committed ,and on their return 
considerable time was taken up by 
counsel In argument regarding tho ad- 
mission of certain evidence, after which 
the court adjourned until 10 o'clock 
this morning.

SNOW IN NEBRASKA. 

Omaha, Neb,, May 14. — Snow fell In 
different sections of Nebraska last night 
and continues falling today. 



Britain's wealth has boon won in the 
carrying truth) or tho Atlantic. The 
wholo future of British Columbia de- 
pends upon the acquisition of the 
carrying trade of tho Pacific, whore 
a market of four million people was 
ready to be served. Victoria and Van- 
couver were ready for the race, and so 
was Seattle, Victoria and Seattle were 
served by tlio C. P, It., and other lines 
of railway coining. ftaftttle was -also 
served well with vullwayH. Both these 
two Canadian purls and Seattle had 
behind ilium great forest wealth. Both 
had coal. Tho Canadian ports had an 
advantage In having tW abundance of 
Iron ore right at their doors, but they 
had a serious handicap In the matter 
of population. Tim Canadian ports 
had only sl\ million people behind 
them, while the American port had 
eighty millions, If they were Britons, 
however, tho race was won, for that 
term embraced <he rest ol the empire 
as well as Canada, lie asked the meet- 
ing which they elected to be, Britons 
or Canadians, The applause he took 
as showing that they desired to be 
Britons. x 

If so. they cared first tor the integ- 
rity of the BrlMsh (Empire, an Integrity 
that has been within the century bap- 
tised with blood on the field of Paarde- 
berg and christened by the visit of the 
Duke and Duchess of York to all parts 
of tho Empire. Which would they 
prefer to be gamblers and parasites, or 
honorable men, They could only be 
classed as gamblers if they were pre- 
pared to leave two hundred million 
dollars' worth of Canadian property on 
the sea without protection, and they 
would be parasites If they were will- 
ing to bo dependent on the mother 
countrv or on tho Monroe doctrine for 
its protection. Bather that be the 
Canadian politician who had said we 
wore safe under the Monroe Doctrine, 
and rather than think that Canadians 
should be called upon to seek this pro- 
tection, he would sooner die a thou- 
sands deaths. 

If Canadians were not to bo Colo- 
nists of Britain or of the United 
States, their only means of defence 
was by alliance with the navy of the 
mother country. Dollars were the 
worst way of contributing to the Im- 
perial navy; ships were the best way. 
Many reasons have been given against 
Canada contributing to the Imperial 
navy. In a list set forth by one man, 
the first was that Canada objected to 
taxation without representation. Can- 
ada has now representation without 
taxation. If ono was wrong, so was 
tho other. Why should not Canada 
adopt a policy of setting aside money 
to build, equip and maintain ships, 
manned by Canadian crews? There 
would of course have to be an officer 
In command from the Imperial navy, 
but ho would bo the man best suited 
to the posltton. At present thero are 
many Canadian officers holding high 
places in the British navy. 

Another argument was that Canada 
needed all her money for internal de- 
velopment. What, he asked, was the 
use of developing industry, If there 
was no means of protecting It ? De- 
spite large increases in the expenditure, 
Canada had for some years past rolled 
up an annual surplus of seven millions 
dollars. Sir Wilfrid Baurier had said 
that the old country could depend on 
the colonies, but it was necessary that 
the head" of an army should know 
exactly on what force he could de- 
pend. 

Another objection raised was the In- 
efficiency of tho naval department. 
This was too absurd to need atten- 
tion. If Britain's naval department 
was inefficient, whose was efficient? 
Certainly a country which had to de- 
pend on otners for its protection had no 
right to sneer at naval efficiency. 

Then It has been urged that in fol- 
lowing out the Monroe Doctrine Can- 
ada was protected by the United 
States. This he had dealt with bo- 
fore. 

The attitude of the French-Cana- 
dians was brought up as another; ar- 
gument against Canada contributing 
to the Blrtish navy. If French- Cana- 
dian sentiment was an obstacle to Im- 
perial unity, It was tho duty of every 
Britisher to assist In removing that 
obstacle. Politicians were apparently 
truckling to the French - Canadian 
vote. They went to Ottawa and bent 
their knee to Quebec, but it was time 
that they were brought to realise that 
che west must bo heard too. it wts 
Brllsh blood that had bought Canada 
for the Empire. Why then should 
i French- Canadian sentiment be allowed 
to Interfere in a matter as tela ting to 
the unity of the British Empire? 

It was said that the labor party In 
Australia was bitterly opposed to any 
contribution to the navy. The best 
answer to that was the fact that Aus- 
tralia was the first colony to contri- 
bute to tho support of the navy. In 
addition, Premier Deakln was now in 
London, the loudest in demanding 
closer connection among the various 
parts of the Empire. 

It was urged that Britain bad in any 
case to protect the shores of her colo- 
nics This showed less honor than 
commercial instinct. In connection 
Capt Wollev read a timely letter from 
Prof. Iieacock of McGlll university. 

Sir Wilfrid Baurier had opposed 
contributions to the British navy, but 
when a Canadian vessel had been 
seized in Uruguay he had called upon 
the British government to come to the 
rescue. And one Canadian paper said 
at the time. Sir Wilfrid while refusing 
to assist in the maintenance, of the 
tsritish navy was ready to howl for 
its help when necessary. If Mr Borden 
should take the same stand as Sir Wil- 
frid he would bo quite as ready to 
condemn him. 

Canada's present system of naval 
defence was one that no self-respect- 
ing man would adopt. Sir Charles 
Tupper had taken the stand that Can- 
ada had done her part to the empire 
In building railways and in develop- 
ing the country. There might be 
much to be said In regard to this, but 
It did not hold water In regard- to con- 
tributing to the navy. Canada had 
done great things with small means 
because she meant to be great, and 
she should not besmirch her •reputa- 
tion at the start by refusing to do her 
part in tlio maintenance of the navy. 

Ho had here given and met the rea- 
sons against Canada contributing to 
the British navy. The reasons In fa- 
vor were so numerous that he would 
not attempt to give them. Tho hopo 
of the British empire lay In Its navy. 
They must have a navy so strong 
that none would dare to dispute it su- 
premacy. It was the absolute bound- 
en duty of every citizen to assist in 
the building up of the Navy league, 
and through It secure contributions 
from the colonies. As Canadians they 
were* bound to do so, and as Christ- 
Inns they 'wore bound to do so, for the 
message of tho British navy was 
"Peace, bo still." 

Mr. Phillips then delighted the audi- 
ence by his rendition of "Rule Britan- 



nia," and W. T. Williams added -his 
quota to the enjoyment by tho song, 
"The Gal.lant Salamander." 

James Thumson, president of the 
local branch of tho Navy league, 
moved a hearty . vote -of thanks to 
Capt. Wolley. This was seconded by 
C. E. Redfern and unanimously 
adopted. In seconding the resolution 
Mr. Redfern - suggested that Capt. 
Wolley's address be printed for pub- 
lication, and this will be done. 

The mayor conveyed tho thanks of 
tho meeting to Capt. Wolley, who in 
replying moved the resolution referred 
to elsewhere. The resolution was 
seconded by Capt. Langley and unan- 
imously and enthusiastically adopted.' 

Mr. Pelrson on behalf of tho league 
thanked all those 'who had assisted in 
the programme. Tho gathering broko 
up after singing "God Save tho King."

Lawyer at Ottawa Asks "Shal 
Provinces Go Out of 
Business?" 



Ottawa, May 13.— The case of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway company vs. 
the Ottawa Insurance company was 
(failed in the supremo court upon the 
application of 'Mr. Gervais, M.P., re- 
presenting the province of Quebec. It 
was postponed until June 3. 

There are some important constitu- 
tional points involved in the case af- 
fecting the province and therefore 
the provinces were notified and some 
of them were represented. J. S. Ewart 
and Angus McMurchy, represented 
the Canadian Pacific and Mr. Shepley 
and Mr. Mageo, represented the Otta- 
wa Insurance company. Mr. Nowcombe 
deputy minister 6f justice was pres- 
ent for tho Dominion. Mr. Wallace 
Nesbltt and Mr. C. H. Ritchie appear- 
ed for the province of Ontario, along 
with Air. Thos. Mulvey, assistant prov- 
incial secretary; Frank Ford, for the 
provlnoo of Saskatchewan; Mr. Ger- 
vais, M. P., for the province of Que- 
bec, and Dr. Pugslcy, for the province 
of New Brunswick. 

Quebec Asked for Delay 

Mr. Gervais said that on account of 
the absence of Premier Gouin, in 
Britain, lie was not able to have a 
proper case prepared, and therefore 
asked for an adjournment until the 
October sitting of jhe court. He said 
that the matter was an Important one 
and meant that if some of the conten- 
tions were maintained the provinces 
might go out of business. 

Chief Justice Fitzpatrick — "Is it as 
bad as that?" 

Mr. Gervais said that it was. It 
meant that the Ogllvle company, in- 
corporated by the Quebec legislature, 
could not sell a pound of flour in Ot- 
tawa. It was finally decided to fix 
June 3, to hear tho case, till the other 
provinces represented agreeing to tills. 

Air. Ewart was ready to go on and 
so were Messrs. Nowcombe and Shep- 
ley, but they did not dissent. 

Origin of Litigation 

Tho case was taken in the first In- 
stance by the C. P. R. against the 
Ottawa Insurance company. It arose 
through the company being insured 
against indemnity for claims for lire 
damages duo to sparks from engines. 
A claim was instituted by parties In 
the stato of Maine for standing timber 
destroyed by fire. The company dis- 
puted the railway company's claims. 
The railway company was defeated In 
the .courts below and appealed to tho 
supreme court. The argument In, this 
case raises important questions for the 
provinces and the rights of tlio pro- 
vincial legislatures to Incorporate 
companies and as to what limitations 
are contained in the words "Provincial 
obiects" the B. N. A. Act. It also 
raises the question of the effect and 
meaning of the existing Dominion 
legislation authorizing licenses to be 
issued permitting Insurance companies 
to carry on their business in Canada. 
It was for these reasons that the su- 
preme court ordered that it should be 
re-argued, and that nil the provinces 
should bo advised. 

The particular question to be ans- 
wered are: "Can a provincial company 
do business outside the province in 
which It is incorporated'.' Can an in- 
surance company incorporated by the 
province make contracts to Insure pro- 
perty outside, tho province and has 
I lie Dominion power to authorize the 
govcrnor-gcneral-ln-councll to permit 
a company locally Incorporated to 
transact business throughout the Do- 
minion or In foreign countries?" 

It was in regard to these questions 
that Mr. Gervais said that it depended 
upon tlio answer Its to whether the 
provinces were to go out of business 
or not.

Following aro extracts from Han- 
sard's report of tho House of Com- 
mons debates for Thursday, April 25, 
when the question of - provincial sub- 
sidies was under discussion: 

Mr. W. B. Northrup (East Hast- 
ings) — In the consideration of this 
Question I submit, that, as it was con- 
ceded by the lion, leader of the House 
that wo have a right to consider every 
part of tho resolution, we should look 
at evary part of It and particularly at 
tho part In which It la proposed to 
give $100,000 a year for ten years to 
British Columbia. I do not know how 
it strikes the other members of. the 
House, but it does strike mo a3 rather 
extraordinary, and it is rather an ab- 
rogation of our duties and of tho du- 
ties of tho government that a. confer- 
ence should be held of the local pre- 
miers und their resolutions should bo 
binding upon this House. 'The local 
premiers are elected for a certain pur- 
pose, and we are elected for a certain 
purpose; but while I quite agree that 
tho meeting of the local premiers was 
a most proper procedure and that 
their recommendations should bo 
treated with tho utmost respect by 
the government of the day, I hold that 
when wo come to deal with public 
moneys tho government are wholly 
and entirely responsible. It will not 
do for the government to say that the

FAST OCEANIC SERVICE 

The announcement that the Imperial 
Conference has fallen In with Sir Wll 
frid Laurler's suggestion, and agreed 
to establish a fast line between the 
United Kingdom on the one hand and 
Australia and the Orient on the other, 
is of the greatest posslblo interest to 
tho people of Victoria. Tho propossd 
service cannot, wo imagine, bo main- 
tained by the ships now in use on the 
Pacific, nor by a lino having Its ter- 
minal at Vancouver. Mails must not 
be delayed by any one of tho many 
causes, which are likely to occur at 
any time between Vancouver and this 
point. Faster vessels than the pres- 
ent Empresses wil! bo needed, and as 
they will be larger and hence more 
costly ships than those now In use, 
it can hardly be supposed that they 
will be sent into the more or less tor- 
tuous waters lying behind Vancouver 
Island. Commenting upon this an- 
nouncement tlie Times says: "It must 
inevitably concentrate and increase 
business around the seaports of south- 
ern British Columbia especially and 
compel the Grand Trunk Pacific to 
establish effective connections there- 
with." Wo venture to think that 
it is only an unwillingness to follow 
the line of contention made by this 
paper which prevented our evening 
contemporary from specifically nam- 
ing Victoria as the point which must 
benefit most directly by the new de- 
parture. It is true that Victoria is 
one of! the seaports of Southern Brit- 
ish Columbia, and hence is included in 
our contemporary's general words of 
description, but it is Victoria chiefly 
that ■will be the gainer by this change; 
it is to Viclora that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific ami all other railways iicjirius'j 
to get the full advantage ; . tVuj fnatj 
trans-Pacific service mulsi tome. rtitU.1 
connection with the Mainland \a aw- i 
sured beyond all Question by this new ! 
departure. 

- It is worthy of mention in this con- | 
nection that among the documents, 
which Sir Wilfrid Lauricr had in his 
possession when considering this great 
project, was the memorial of the Board 
of Trade of this city. At least ho 
received it very shortly before he left 
for Bondon, and it is well known that 
he has taken a very lively interest in 
the proposal to establish rail, connec- 
tion with the Island ports. 

NEW COAL REGULATION. 

The Minister of the Interior an- 
nounces that ' hereafter the Dominion 
will sell none of its coal lands, but will 
lease them, -and that in the leases 
there will be a provision whereby tho 
government may direct that there 
shall be a certain minimum output of 
coal every year. Colonist readers will 
remember that this paper has been In- 
sistent in claiming that the Dominion 
government should do something to 
prevent the recurrence of a coal fam- 
ine in Centra! Canada, and we as- 
sume that this; is the object aimed at 
by the proposed new regulation, hi 
time it may afford a remedy, but in 
view of the fact that it does not apply 
to existing mines, its effecL for a con- 
siderable time to come must be limit- 
ed. It is a light step in the right di- 
rection, although not a very long one, 
and the Minister is entitled to some 
credit in connection herewith. 

We shall be greatly disappointed if 
nothing more be done. The view of 
tho Colonist is that, in view of the cli- 
matic conditions existing Central Can- 
ada and the great influx of population, 
tho government ought to provide 
against contingencies by maintaining 
at suitable points largo coal reserves, 
to be sold to dealers, in the event of 
the normal supply falling short. We 
do not suggest that there ought to be 
any Interference with business, or that 
tho government ought to go Into 
coal retailing in competition with the 
people ordinarily engaged in the trade. 
What, in our humble judgment ought 
to be provided is an emergency supply. 
Nothing would bo more promotive of 
a feeling of security throughout the 
Central Provinces when winter comes 
on. The Colonist can speak without 
prejudice on this point, because in this 
part of Canada we are never likely to 
bo troubled with a fuel famine. Wood 
may bo scarce sometimes, but there is 
always plenty that can bo got. It is 
only a matter of price. In Central 
Canada It was it matter of coal last 
winter, and this ought never to happen 
again, If human Ingenuity can guard 
against It. 



somewhere on the latter. This is doubt 
less true; but there is no valid reason 
Why tho little channel separating tho 
two Islands should ho an obstacle to 
traffic. The truth of tho matter Is that 
Victoria people have been looking so 
far away for prosperity that they 
have overlooked the opportunities ly- 
ing close at hand.

we have been disregarding tho op- 
portunities which lie at our doors. 
There is something to be said In justi- 
fication of our failure to utilize nearby 
sources of prosperity. Tho time did 
not seem ripe for them. If many peo- 
ple had embarked oxtenslvely in fruit 
culture a decade or more ago, there 
would not have been an availablo mar- 
ket and tho result would have been 
disappointment. If it had been pro- 
posed ten years ago to devise a plan, 
which would lead to the sub-division 
of the Saanich Peninsula into small 
farms, success would- have been prob- 
lematical. If any one had urged then 
that steps ought to bo taken to provide 
a really first class steamer service to 
the Gulf Islands, he would have been 
considered as premature in his propo- 
sal. But things have changed. There 
is a market for very much moro fruit 
than can bo raised hero and tho mar- 
ket is. growing faster than the 
orchards; there are thousands of peo- 
ple, who would quickly take up small 
areas within an hour's ride by electric 
car from Victoria, if they were avail- 
able; there are many people who 
would bo glad to make homes for 
themselves on the Gulf Islands, if the 
present isolation could bo overcome. 
Under these circumstances it seems 
timely to take up these "propositions" 
and see what we cun do about thorn.

THE UNIVERSITY. 

Collier's thinks that it is absurd to 
criticize tho Act for the endowment of 
the Univerity of British Columbia, be- 
cause it does not provide for special 
colleges. It very properly reminds us 
that universities are not built in a day, 
and says that great honor will attach 
to those who have stood out for a gen- 
erous land grant for the intitution that 
is yet to be. Collier's points out that 
a university in this province must be 
prepared to compete with those in 
Washington and California, where they 
are richly endowed. This observation 
brings up another consideration, 
namely that of location. There can be 
no possible objection to every city in 
tho province making the best it can of 
such claims as can be advanced on it:; 
behalf as a site for u jreat educa- 
tional institution, but we believe there 
will in the end be a strong desire on 
tho part of all concerned to reach such 
conclusion as seems most to tha ad- 
vantage of tlio institution itself. It 
must be kept in mind that the univer- 
sity will not !j; in competition only 
with those mentioned, but witli others 
as well, and therefore if there Is any 
one locality which can make out a 
stronger case than any other, there is 
where the univerity ought to be placed. 
To allow political considerations to in- 
fluence the selection would be a very 
serious error, because to do so would 
be to handicap further. Institutions for 
all •time to come with the prejudice of 
the present. 

The University ought to be located 
in what is the best residential part of 
the province. It ought to be so situat- 
ed that it would bo regarded by stu- 
dents as a home, to which they could 
look back in after life with feelings 
of affection. The students, and next 
to them the faculty, are first to be 
considered in the matter of site, not 
the people who hope to make money 
out of the business which a great edu- 
cational institution will draw to the 
locality in which It is situated. The 
Colonist believes that Victoria is far 
and away the best place for such an 
institution, not only in British Colum- 
bia but along, the whole Pacific Coast. 
In point of accessibility it is equal to 
any other. Cut it is not our intention 
to discuss this phase of the question 
at any length, thin reference to It hav- 
ing been suggested only by the ob- 
servation in Collier's as to the compe- 
tition to which the British Columbia 
University, when established will be 
subject. 



How would you like to be tho Czar? 
Doubtless there arc a good many 
people, who think if they were In tin; 
place of Nicholas, they would do a 
great deal better than he has been 
abb' to do. Perhaps they would, but 
to set out upon the pathway of re- 
form with the probability that your 
first step will ho upon a bomb, which 
will end your career then and there, 
has its disadvantages. The Czar is 
a good deal in the same position as 
was the man in the story, whose only 
inheritance was a debt, for which he 
was promptly Imprisoned as soon as 
his ancestor died. The Czar has in- 
herited a condition of things for 
which ho is not responsible, and 
which no one man can hope to allevi- 
ate to any very great degree. If he 
should side with the people, the nobles 
would kill him; he sides with the 
nobles and the people stand ready 
to kill him. If some great emer- 
gency should arise In which ho could 
throw himself unreservedly Into the 
hands of the pmple, he could prob- 
ably accomplish much, but as matters 
arc lie Is almost helpless. There does 
not seem any solution for Russia's 
troubles, except one that Is too dread- 
ful to contemplate. 



had life-long experience in such mat- 
ters, must rule. Such men are gener 
ally In the employ of existing com- 
panies, and their attention is usually 
taken up with the matter of earning 
dividends. If they consider now en- 
terprises at all, it Is generally to 
throw cold water upon them until thoir 
own companies get ready to undertake 
them. We can assure our contempor- 
ary. that, if it will look into tho man- 
ner in which most new transportation 
enterprises have been promoted, it 
will find that they originated with tho 
people, who had more imagination 
than experience. We welcomo our 
contemporary's co-operation In this 
very Interesting work. 

The death of Dennis Kearney, which 
occurred at Alameda on April 24th, 
passed almost without notice from tho 
press; yet there was a time when his 
name was known to tho people of two 
Continents. Few political leaders ever 
gained such a hold upon thoir follow- 
ers as Kearney' was able to acquire In 
San Francisco. His agitation against 
the Chinese produced far-reaching 
effects. He was a man of unques- 
tioned ability, a powerful speaker, 
though coarse and without any 
scruples. His influence led to the 
adoption of the Chinese exclusion law 
now in operation in tho United States, 
the full outcome of which no man can 
foresee. Of late years lie lost his 
following, principally because he had 
entered Into a political alliance with 
the Southern Pacific Railway com- 
pany.

They can hardly realize 
Why a successful general should not 
have opinions on tap upon all con- 
ceivable subjects. When Admiral 
Dewey came home after smashing up 
those museum specimens which passed 
for tho Spanish navy at J.Ianiila, ho 
was interviewed about everything and 
talked like a phonograph. It was 
never necessary even to wind him up. 
Talkativeness is an amiable ; weakness 
of prominent United States citizens, 
md when some one comes along who 
has done things, and declines to talk 
about thefti, his silence is a nine day's 
wonder.

Doubtless they have been 
intently watching developments here ami 
nre ready to step in and earn dividends 
upon Invested capital ns soon as they 
consider the Held white for the harvest, 
rhe only fact patent to mere laymen is 
thnt In course of a comparatively short 
time the railways at present in operation 
on Vnncouver Island will be equipped 
with electric power anil that within nn 
equally limited period the mileage of 
sueh railways ought to be considerably 
enlarged. The Times has foreseen for a 
considerable time, and has frequently ex- 
pressed the oplnon, thnt the future of 
Victoria depended a great deal upon the 
enterprise displayed by existing transpor- 
tation companies. If companies already, 
in business feel that the situation does 
not justify extensions In arcord with the 
opportunities offering, we doubt not thnt 
others will step In and endeavor to sup- 
ply an obvious lack Victoria Times.

All the world 
is lo be represented, and there will lie 
forty-six t>tntos represented at the coun- 
cil hoard. .Not quite "llfl.v-seveu varie- 
ties." but exactly as many nations an 
there are states under the American flag. 
If "the federation of tho world" is ever 
lo be established It will contain nn many 
units as the American federation. That 
is. ir nothing happens. Hut something Is 
likely to happen. In the last seven years 
three nations have died— «the "Transvaal the 
Orange Free State ami Korea— and two, 
tho Republics of Cuba and rnnumn, have 
been born. In the last .generation Roil- 
mania, Scrvia, Bulgaria and Montenegro 
hnve been added to the commonwealth of 
nations. iFurtlicr changes may be expect- 
ed In ifylirope, In Central America, perhaps 
In South America. There are more than 
forty-six peoples in the world. Itussln 
lias that many, Austria-Hungary half that 
many. Thnt Itself is token of the fact 
that national organizations need no long- 
er observe racial boundaries, and that, 
however slowly, the common Interests of 
peoples, commercial or political, are re- 
placing the divisions or blood.— Halifax 
Chronicle,

Ilnlf a decade 
It Is predicted, will see the horse-drawn 
public service vehicle n thing of the past, 
and (10,00,) horses emancipated.

In tho report on the possibilities of 
the Highland district as a sourco of 
supply for the city's waterworks sys- 
tem presented at Monday night's meet- 
ing, the city council is furnished with 
another problem with which to deal. Of 
course, this report does not by any 
means sottle the question. As a mat- 
ter of fact it opens up only one aspect 
of it. The lawsuit with the Esquimau 
Waterworks Company is still before the 
courts, and there Is also the possiblllty 
of Sooke lake as a source of supply to 
be investigated, although tho council 
has stil to say whether this work 
shall bo undertaken. City Engineer 
Topp and Water Commissioner Ray- 
mur recommend in their report pre- 
sented o-n Monday night that $3,000 bo 
appropriated for investigating Sooke 
lake as a source of supply, but their 
recommendation has still to come bo- 
foro tho council, and" It is, therefore, 
impossible to say whether it will be 
acted upon. 

It Is estimated that tho construction 
of a system to bring in water from the 
Highland district would take in tho 
neighborhood of two years, were the 
work 'to bo commenced at once. It 
will, therefore, be some time In 1909, at 
least, beforo any relief could be expect- 
ed from that source. In other words, 
the people of Victoria must, In any 
case, make up their minds to accom- 
modate themselves to tho present sup- 
ply for a very considerable length of 
time yet. ... 

The water from tho Highland dis- 
trict, according to the report of Messrs. 
Topp and Raymur, would be brought 
Into the city and distributed by gravi- 
tation, the only pump required being 
a small one for forcing the water up 
to the high levels. This would be 
located at the distributing reservoir in 
tho city. Tho supply for tho summer 
months for the system would, accord- 
ing \o tho .plans, be collected during 
the winter season and stored in a 
series of reservoirs, eight in number, 
from which It would be drawn off as 
required. 

• Tho report as prepared by . Messrs. 
Tgpp and ■Raymur 1 -anil, read'.at Mon- 
day night's council meetmg was as fol- 
lows: . 

Highland district lies to tho south- 
east of Saanlch Arm, between it and 
Esquimau Harbor. Tho shores of the 
rormer rise precipttlously from the sea, 
and with the hills to the west of Pros- 
pect Lakd form a largo valley through 
which flows tho Millstrcam. This 
stream has two branches, ono rising in 
the western part of the valley, and lo- 
cally known as Lamb> Creek, the other 
heading In a chain of three small lakes 
commonly called the "Highland Lakes." 
These two creeks Join about live miles 
from tho sea and form tho Mlllstream, 
which finally Hows Into Esquimau Har- 
bor at Parson's Bridge. Tho area of the 
gathering ground is ;i,500 -acres, and the 
elevation of the neighboring hills is 
upwards of 1,000 feet above sea level. . 

Tho assistant caretaker at Beaver 
Lake, Mr. Campbell was detailed to 
take the records of tho precipitation, 
and flow of water, and also to look after 
and if necessary, repair the weirs, and 
we were- able to secure a • comfortable 
bouse for him to live in. The city has 
been most fortunate in being able to 
have a man like Mr. Campbell available 
for this work; he is most painstaking 
and conscientious, and any reports 
made by him may be taken as correct. 

To obtain a record of the precipita- 
tion, threo rain gauges wore borrowed 
from the Dominion meteorological sta- 
tion. Ono was placed on the western 
part of tho valley, being read by Airs. 
Pike, ono was on the eastern portion, 
read by Mrs. Bernard, and later by 
Mr. Mitchell, and the thanks of the 
corporation are duo these persons for 
the care and trouble they have taken 
in this matter. The third was placed 
in the centre of tho valley, and near- 
er tho sea, and was looked after by the 
city caretaker. From the readings of 
these gauges, the mean precipitation 
from tho 1st October to the 30th April 
was 43.71 inches. For tho last twelve 
years the averago precipitation at Gold- 
stream has been for the same period 
50.70 inches, an dat Beaver Lake 30.84 
inches, this year it has been 57,20 and 
29. SO inches respectively, from Which it 
would appear that this winter's precipi- 
tation was about 3% per cent less than 
the" average. These records go to show 
that tho precipitation at Mlllstream 1h 
30 per cent higher than at Beaver Lake, 
and that at Coldstream it is about 35 
per cent more than at. Mlllstream. A 
statement showing the ' precipitation at 
tho various points is appended. 

Tho area of the watershed, as before- 
mentiontd, is 3,500 acres, and allowing 
a run of 72 per cent, as estimated at 
Coldstream (vide Mr. Adams' report, 
page 79), the quantity of water produc- 
ed between tho 21st October and the 
30th April should be 2,498,950,000 gal- 
lons.ftVs a matter of fact tho quantity of 
wateT that flowed down the .stream from 
the 21st October to tho 30th April was 
2,694,702,292 gallons, or a rim off of 
about 77 1-2 per cent, being - about 5 1-2 
per cent bettor than Coldstream. 

To obtain an idea of the (low of the 
water in tho stream, four weirs were In- 
stalled, ono on tho west fork, one on 
the east fork, one on tho mnln stream 
below the junction, and the fourth at 
tho proposed point of diversion. They 
were substantially built of concrete, and 
suffered no damage from the winter 
Hoods. Tho two uppermost wore -8' -foot 
wide, and the lower ones lOifeet. The 
How over three of these weirs was mea- 
sured by means of a stake, and as the 
readings were only taken once a day, or 
in the event of heavy rainfall twice, 
tho quantities registered aro only ap- 
proximate. However, on the lower weir 
an aiitomatic recorder was Installed, tho 
first reading being taken on the 21st 
October, consequently tho returns from 
this weir show tho actual quantity of

Tho character of the surrounding 
country is very favorable to a pure 
water supply; It is rocky, well wooded 
and practically uninhabited, thero being 
only a very few settlors in the valley. 
The stream runs over a gravelly bottom 
and would be utilized for conveying the 
water from one reservoir to another. A 
comparatively small sum of money 
would be required to clear the log Jams, 
etc., from the bed of tlio stream, and 
also to clear the banks from underbr^ 
and small timber.

900,000,000 gallons, which would marc 
than amply provhie for tho six winter 
months from tlio 1st October to the 
31st March. Allowing an evaporation 
tho same as estimated at Coldstream, 
23 inches, there would be over 8,000,000 
gallons per day available for the six 
summer months from tho 1st April to 
tho 30th September.- If required, fur 
ther storage can bo obtained, but tho 
work would ho rather expensive. 

Test holes have been dug In various 
parts of the valley, arid no difficulty Is 
anticipated in procuring sufficient ma 
terial for the different dams. 

The following estimate, of the cost of 
the various works,- prepared by Mr. 
Dovereux,. show that tlio water , deliv- 
ered at tho outlet of Lost Lake would 
cost approximately $500,000. This esti- 
mate does not include tho cost of di- 
verting the water required for No. S 
reservoir, ')Ut contemplates the expro- 
priation , of the entire watershed. Suffi- 
cient money would probably bo saved 
out of tills estimate to pay for tho 
Estimated .

The dis- 
tance from Lost Lake to tlio corner of 
Bolcskino and Saanlch roads Is approx- 
imately 10,000 feet. In malting an esti- 
mate of the cost, we havo followed tho 
recommendations of Mr. Adams, as con- 
tained In his report of tho 15th May, 
1905, to deliver the water into a reser- 
voir on Smith's Hill, and supply from 
there by gravity, with the exception of 
the high levels, which would bo supplied 
from an elevated tank fed by a pump 
from Smith's Hill reservoir, as pro- 
posed by Mr. Adams In his recommenda- 
tions regarding Coldstream, This 
would necessitate tlio laying of a 21- 
Inch steel rivetted pipe to tho corner of 
BolCBklno nnd Saanlch roads. Tlienco to 
Topoi avenue, the present 21-Inch pipe 
could be utilized, and from thero to tho 
reservoir another 2,500- feet of 2 1 -inch 
pipe would be required, making a to- 
tal cost of $270,000 for tlio main pipe 
line, as follows:

The formal no- 
tice regarding the work, which is at- 
tached to the plans now on view in the 
city assessor's office, describes the im- 
provements to be undertaken as fol- 
lows: "Widening Rockland avenue 
from Moss street to Oak Bay avenue 
to an approximate width of ■10 feet, 
grading and macadamising the road 
bed to a width of 2fi feet, constructing 
a permanent sidewalk on the south 
side fi feet wide, with gutter and con- 
structing curb, gutter and boulevard 
on the north side ot said avenue and 
expropriating property for the same." 

Thc length of street, affected is 10,- 
667 feet, or about two miles, and tho 
total cost is estimated at $25,600.80, of 
which tho city's share would be $8,- 
533.00 and the properly owners' $17,- 
007.20. It Is proposed to spread the 
cost of tho cement sidewalks iuid of 
the boulevards over twenty years, and 
that the macadamised roadway over 
ten years. The annual levy on this 
basis would be $2,101.95 on the prop- 
erty owners benefited and $1,052. 47 
from the civic treasury, making a 
total of $3,157.47 per year.

OFFERS SHE FRIENDLY ADVICE 



Thinks a Special Effort Should Bo

"My! but you have a beautiful cli- 
mato and a charming city. This is 
GodVfe own country, and there's no 
getting away from It. "Tho speaker 
was \V. If. Carson, traveling passenger 
agent of the Chicago Rock Island and 
Pacific railway, whoso headquarters 
aro In Seattle. Ho was addressing a 
Colonist reporter. Looking out' of the 
rooms of the Victoria Development 
and Tourist association at tho bright 
sunshine, he went on abruptly, "Yes 
you have delightful surroundings. 
You're in a little paradise hero and 
you don't seem to realize it. Oh, you 
needn't rmlle.I mean what I say, and 
I tell you that those living in Victoria 
aro fortunate, not only in their en- 
vironment but in tho future possibil- 
ities of tho city and the adjacent coun- 
try." • 

As Mr, Carson continued he grew 
more eloquent. "You know" he added, 
"we in Seattle look upon Victorians 
as the best of friends. As I have my 
residence ,in the metropolis of the 
Sound naturally I'm boosting that 
place for all I'm worth. But tho citi- 
zens of Seattle don't forget that their 
home is not tho only spot on earth. 
And I'll toll you another fact which 
you may not bo aware of" his voice 
assumed a low and confidential pitch 
at this stage, "and that is that we look 
upon Victoria and Vancouver, tho two 
most important Canadian cities of tho 
west, to bo in league with us in our 
commercial battle with tho oast. Oh, 
Tacoma may be all right; but Tacoina 
isn't included in tho triumvirate which 
I've mentioned. You know as well as 
I do that when a Victorian or a 
Vancouverltt thinks of taking a holi- 
day, ho sars let's go to- Seattle."

enemy, of all you're, xhdrms and that 
is -the dust. But'it can bo-overcomo 
if grappled' \vl th property. I have 
noticed and admire the electric spllnk- 
ler but still, if you will accept a sug- 
gestion from me, I would like to draw 
attention to the necessity of watering 
thoroughly and at regular intervals 
during the summer that stretch of 
road running between tho James Bay 
causeway and tho Q. P. It. wharf 
That's the first thoroughfare traversoi 
by visitors and surely Us unnecessary 
for me to say that first impressions 
aro most important. I came to Vic- 
toria on Sunday, leaving the boat, I 
was welcomed by a blinding, choking 
cloud of dust. I suppose it would have 
cost somebody about live dollars to 
have that roadway watered before the 
arrival of tho vessel. Now I'm not 
saying that' in an unfriendly spirit. 
People aro beginning to get in tho 
habit of coming hero from Sound points 
at tho week-ends. Prepare for them, 
encourage them, make them feel that 
Lhey are welcome. It will all rebound 
to the benefit of the city as a whole 
in tho long run. 

"Now it is unnecessary for me to 
say that tho approach to you're city 
Is beautiful, to point out that the par- 
liament buildings, massive and Im- 
posing and fronted by a broad area of 
green grass, are attractive, to add 
that tho Empress hotel and tho post 
office, both fine buildings, augment the 
Impressiveness of tho scone, 

What Newcomer Notices 
You know all that. Its the small 
details, which are noticed by tho" 
newcomer before anything else, which 
must be brought to you're attention. 
Therefore I ask you to remind the 
citizens, through the medium of the 
columns of tho Colonist, of the dis- 
agreeahleness of the dust and of the 
necessity of preventing every visitor 
being greeted in tho same way that' I 
was. Do you know that 1 heard others 
in the party to which I belonged, after 
they had taken in the beauties of Vic- 
toria and admired them immensely, 
remark that, as much as they enjoyed 
their stay here, tho visit was some- 
what spoiled by their experience im- 
mediately leaving tho boat. 

Reverting to a discussion of tho 
climate of the southern portion of 
Vancouver island, Mr. William Car 
son again waxed enthusiastic. Ho 
said: "You havu a 'climate peculiarly 
you're own. You want to know why? 
Well, I'll try to explain. You get the 
full benefit of the warm current of 
tho Gulf stream. Did you ever think 
of it? It is only tho southern part of 
the island which feels the full influ- 
ence of that stream. Tho samo Js 
true of a portion of Puget Sound but 
not to the samo extent as hero. At 
this point tho warm water is evapor- 
ated and, of a mild even temperature, 
practically envelops this section. The 
same Isn't tho case in Vancouver. 
There it strikes the cold mountain 
tops, is rendered cold, and falls in rain. 
The samo applies at all places where 
thero aro high mountain ranges in the 
Immediate vicinity. In' Victoria, and 
tho neighboring districts, the vapor 
from off tho warm ocean stream is 
'uncombed' and the result is you 
have an equable temperature, a mild 
wlntor and a not unduly hot summer. 
God's Own Country 
"Take you're climate in conjunction 
with your magnificent scenery and 
what more could you want. I tell you 
this is God'o own country. As soon 
us old "Bill" Carson gets three dollars 
and thirty cents ahead In this life's 
struggle ho is going to make his 
homo In ideal Victoria. I'll buy mo a 
little lot and put up a cosy hut. Oh, 
I can get the timber. I can get enough 
for my requirements from one ol tho 
massive giants of the forest which are 
to be found in any number scattered 
through the Island. 



"I don't need to say, arter my pre- 
vious remarks, that you In Victoria 
have a future in store as a tourist res- 
ort. My opinion of the natural at- 
traction's of tho Island should convince 
you that I firmly believe In its futuro 
as a tourist resort. I think that the 
samo is not far distant when large 
numbers of people will. bo coming hero 
from all parts of the continent dur- 
ing every season of tho year. And In 
the endeavor to bring ubout such res- 
ults tho Victoria Development and 
Tourist assoclaton is doing yeoman 
service. I feel safe in saying that 
you're city is one' of tho best adver- 
tised on tho coast. I havo met Mr. 
Cuthbert on . several of his tours 
through tho Pacific coast states, and In 
common with other railway men, havo 
always accorded him a hearty wel- 
come. And I may also say that 
whenever the society of this city has 
literature to distribute, I shall bo 
pleased to give it all tho circulation 
possible." 

Leaving tho questions of tourist 
travel, scenery; and of climate, Mr. 
Carson spoko of tho futuro possibili- 
ties of this section from a commercial 
standpoint. Ho was convinced that, 
ultimately, the bulk of tho business 
of tho North Pacific would centre at 
Puget Sound and along tho coast of 
Vancouver island. It was because ho 
hold this opinion that ho had stated, 
at the outset, that the interests of 
Seattle, Vicorla and Vancouver were 
one, that they wore linked together 
and would better themselves by work- 
ing in each other's behalf. 

Narrows Will Bo Bridged 
Tho bridging of. Seymour Narrows, 
he was convinced, would bo a realized 
fact in tho course of a comparatively 
few years. It was bound to come be- 
cause tho establishment of such a 
route would facilitate transportation, 
would, roughly estimated, bring the 
centres of Europe a day nearer the 
Orient, figuratively speaking. That 
done and what would happen to Van 
couver island? The little villages 
scattered along tho AVest Coast doubt 
less would become thriving cities, and 
in fact the island would be changed 
from a section, of which but little was 
known outside the Canadian west, into 
practically tho commercial hub of tho 
North Pacific. That was what ho 
looked forward to, and for tho reasons 
which he had mentioned, ho believed 
that the prediction would bo realized. 

Mr. Carson, as stated at the start, 
is a resident of Seattle, but he is 
well-known in Victoria. Ho is ono 
of the pioneer railway men of the 
North Pacific. In tho early days ho 
visited some of the most remote por- 
tions of British Columbia, and there 
are few better acquainted with tho 
geography of the province, with Its 
topographical peculiarities, than Mr. 
Carson. His stay In Victoria on this 
occasion was brief, but he intends re- 
newing the visit frequently during tho 
summer months In order to enjoy, to 
uso his own words, "as much of 
God's own country" as circumstances 
will permit."

FROM RICHARD ill 



Remarkably Good Showing Made 
by the Mount Sicker 
Mine 



News of a most gratifying char 
acter to all those who are interested 
In anything that tends towards the 
demonstration of tho richness of the 
mineral resources of Vancouver Island 
Is to hand in the creditable record of 
the Richard III. mine- at Mount Sicker. 

Despite tli e serious disruption of tho 
plains of tho management due to the 
fire which destroyed the machinery at 
the head of tho shaft some time ago, 
the mine is now in a better position 
than ever to handle the output, now 
and better machinery having been In- 
stalled. 

At a directors' meeting held on tho 
11th May th statement was given out 
of the shipment of ore to date from 
tho 1st of April, when the Richard III. 
started to win ore after tho lire which 
burnt all the machinery at the mine 
shaft. This shows that there was ap- 
proximately 1,710 tons of ore shipper, 
netting tho company, after deducting 
smelter and transportation charges, 
$13. 9G per ton, which gives an approxi- 
mate profit of betwoon 519,000 and 
$20,000 to date after all mining charges 
aro' deducted. 

Should 'nothing unforeseen occur, 
the directors hope to kc able to recom- 
mend tho payment of a dividend at an 
early date.

VICTOBM WEST IN 
FAVOR OF SHOUT DELAY 

Selection of School Site to Wait 
on Settlement of Reserve 
Question 



A meeting of the Victoria West 
Municipal Association was held last 
evening, when it was decided to re- 
quest the. board of school trustees to 
delay the erection of tlio new school 
building until a suitable stto was 
secured. Although the meeting was 
•not very large,' the' consensus o£ opin- 
ion was that nothing should be done 
for a few months more, and In the 
meantime every possible effort will bo 
made to secure a site. 

T. V. Gold was voted to the chair. 
In his opening remarks ho pointed out 
that the meeting had been called to 
consider a very important matter, and 
hoped that those present would offer 
some* suggestions as .to what courso 
should be adopted. 

Phil R. Smith said the meting was 
called to determine where the new 
school should be located. Ho stated 
that some were' in favor of placing the 
school on tho old site, while others 
were Inclined to watt until the reserve 
question was settled. In his opinion 
this last was the best plan that could 
bo adopted. 

Trustee Jay apologized for other 
trustees not being present. He said 
he could not speak for the board, but 
thought he would learn tho wishes of 
residents In this part of the city. Ho 
pointed out that the board had arrived 
at no decision regarding a site. There 
were some members of the board who 
were in favor of the present site, and 
others in favor of the corner of Craig- 
'flowcr road and Esquimau road. He 
did not favor these sites, but thought 
the best place on the reserve was .be- 
tween the side road running from 
Esquimau road and the water front. 
He took occasion to congratulate Vic- 
toria West on the passing of the by- 
law, and stated that the board was 
ready to carry out their wishes. He 
referred to the., early "return of lion. 
Win. Templeman, and suggested that 
no action be taken , till his return. 
. Rev. D. MacRao mild the uld site 
should not be considered, as it was 
unsanitary. He pointed out that there 
was not a decent street near the 
school, and the surroundings were not 
satisfactory for a school. He thought 
it would.be a misfortune to place the 
new building in the hole where the 
present school is located. He sug- 
gested that since Victoria West had 
waited so long no harm would be done 
If a littlo further delay was occas- 
ioned. Tho question of erecting a new 
school- might, act as a lever on the 
Dominion government towards an 
early settlement of the reserve diffi- 
culty. He also pointed out that it

CRACK ESQUIMAl.T GARRISON 

Mon Who Belonged to Manchester 
Regiment Enlist in R. C. G. A, 

Sergeant .7. Nott, accompanied by 
Mrs. Nott. arrived from the East yes- 
terday in charge of a party of a 
dozen rifleman. They will join the 
Canadian troops at Esqimalt and 
Work Toint. 

These men form a part of the re- 
cently disbanded Manchester Regi- 
ment of sharpshooters, one of the crack 
English regiments. Under the policy 
recently promulgated by Secretary of 
War Hnldane, a number of these regi- 
ments which were not up to the usual 
standard In point of numbers or equip- 
ment werc disbanded. A large propor- 
tion "I" the Manchester regiment im- 
mediately re-enlisted for service on the 
Canadian forces, and Canada thus se- 
cures some of the best drilled men and 
best shots In the Imperial army. A 
large detachment came across tho At- 
lantic a couple of weeks ago and rein- 
forced the Canadian troops at Halifax, 
while the present detachment came 
through to Ksqultnalti

Impression of People on Skeena 
River — Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Surveys 



According to the belief of the hunt- 
ers and trappers about Hazclton, Sim- 
on Gun-ah-Noot and his friend Peter, 
the two Indians who were responsible 
for the death of Max Lecialre, the 
half-breed, and who have been hunted 
by the police since then, are still alive 
and well, despite reports to the effect 
that they had met death during the 
past winter. M. Cinq-Mars and assis- 
tant engineer with a G. T. P. survey 
party, who arrived in the city this week 
and is registered at the Victoria hotel, 
is quite convinced that tho two In- 
dians In question are alive and well, 
but : ho thinks that it will be neces- 
sary to send an armed expedition to 
secure them. 

Mr. Cinq-Mars is an assistant 
engineer with party No. 25 of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific surveys, of which 
Alfred Hartridge Is In charge. Henry 
Twyman accompanies him. They left 
on June 19th last, and have been on 
surveys all through the winter. Alder- 
mere, a point 65 miles southeast of 
Hazelton, being the headquarters of 
the party throughout the winter. On 
April 25th they left there,- and after 
a severe trip, during which they had 
to make 45 miles on snowshoes through 
snow three and four feet deep, they 
coached Hazelton, which is at the 
head of navigation on tho Skeena 
river. 

The Grand Trvnlt Pacific parties 
have surveyed the line through the 
Yellowhead Pass, and it is almost a 
certainty that the new railway will use 



that pass. The lino down the Skeena 
river has also been surveyed. Parties 
have started out now to go down from 
a point 70 miles from Hazelton on a 
new survey. One. party -will go down 
the Telkwa river, and tlic other down 
tho Copper river, tho Idea being to 
find a better line than that down the 
Skeena. These parties, will be a couple 
of months out at least. Thero may 
bo worse grades if a line is laid out 
In this direction, but there will be a 
savins of 70 miles to Port Essing- 
ton. 

The party left Hazelton May 5th 
on tho first steamer down the river. 
The boat, the Mount Roya], carried 
about CO men, mostly prospectors and 
miners, and on the way down met an- 
other steamer -crowded to the limit 
with passengers. Thero were more 
waiting at Port Esslngton a;nd a 
regular stampede \y%.« in progress. 

These men are for the most part 
going in to stake out mining and tim- 
ber claims. Nearly all the land near 
tho surveys for the G. T. P. has been 
taken up, and tho entire route has 
been staked everywhere. Many min-' 
hig claims have been laid out in this 
country though the only mineral that 
appears to lie in abundance is cop- 
per. Coal has also been found in good 
quantities. 

While at Hazelton Mr. Cinq-Mars 
found the opinion of the people to be 
that tho two Indians hunted by tho 
police were allvo and well. It is 
■ own that these Indians went up the 
Bablne trail to a point 150 miles north 
Hazelton, where the Indians havo a 
hunting ground, and it is presumed 
There is only the one route into this 
country, and that Is the Indian trail, 
and as the Bablnes are known to be 
disaffected Mr. Cinq-Mars is of the 
opinion that the fugitives are quite 
safe. He believes that any small party 
of white men who would go into tliat 
country with the idea of bringing out 
tho two Indians would be foolish, as 
tho Bablne Indians' will protect them. 
They know that the white men are 
after them, and the first white man 
who puts his nose into that country 
will likely be shot. It will require a 
well equipped band of mounted police 
to go In after these men. T'io reports 
that tho two men have succumbed to 
the cold winter, Mr. Cinq-Mars char- 
acterizes as foolish. He has been all 
through tliat country, and during the 
past winter slept in tents with the 
temperature 55 degrees below zero, and 
outside of a few frozen feet that he 
heard of, tho severe winter left no 
traces whatever among the Indians. 

The unanimous belief at Hazelton, 
is that the' two fugitive Indians are 
in the country, but nobody seems 
anxious to chase them down. 

The survey work on the G. T. P. has 
been 'delayed considerably, as the con- 
tractors have found it impossible to. 
keep the white men in their employ. 
These men start out at $-15 a month, 
but they are able to make SCO or $70 
a month, and they are continually de- 
serting and leaving their work to the

Prospectors Outfitting in Edmon- 
ton and Leaving for New 
Eldorado 



The Edmonton Morning Journal In 
ltd Issue of Friday, May 10, says: . . 

For tho past few weeks rumors 
have been flying around the city re- 
garding a cold strike In the Yellow 
Head Tass of the Rocky mountains. 
As the story traveled from mouth to 
mouth it grew In magnitude until now 
it is confidently, but still "confiden- 
tially," stated that a rich vein of gold 
has been struck somewhere in the tar- 
famed Yellow Head Pass, towards 
which the G. T. P. are building their 
lino with all the energy and resources 
at ,thcir command. 

A Tale of Wealth 

Just how tills story originated it is 
dlllicult to say, and how much cred- 
ence can be placed in it is equally un- 
certain. Some say tho story brought 
in by the G. T. P. surveyors last fall, 
that they had struck a vein of gold in 
the Yellow Head, had been revived. 
Others lav the origin of the story to 
William Spittal, a well known pros- 
pector who is now outfitlng at Lac 
Ste. Anne. However this may bo, the 
fact remains that there is a strong 
undercurrent of talk in the city of a 
fabulously rich vein of gold, now in 
the Yellow Head Pass, now further on 
where the Little Smoky river empties 
into the Fraser. At the Jasper house, 
tho St. Elmo hotel, the Grandvlew and 
other places In the city where the 
older prospectors and packers rendez- 
vous, the subject is discussed more or 
less guardedly, and many are quietly 
outfitting for a trip to this reputed 
Eldorado ' of "Western Canada "to see 
the country," as they assert when 
questioned as to the motives of their 
trip, 

Want to Know 

The Journal could get little confirm- 
ation of the report yesterday regard- 
ing the gold strike. Many had heard 
of it, but few could be pinned down 
to actual details. At the Immigration 
hall, C. W. Sutter, immigration agent, 
acknowledged* that he had heard the 
rumor. ■ Several would-be prospectors 
had come 'to him' asking for informa- 
tion regarding the procuring of pack 
horses and guides, and about the 
country around tho Yellow Head Pass. 
When questioned as to their destina- 
tion they replied that they were going 
out near the Yellow Head Pass to 
start ranching. Mr. Sutter pointed out' 
that tho land out there was not sub- 
nlvided. and that they did not need to 
go so far from the settled parts of the 
country to secure land cheaply. Tho 
reply was that they could squat on 
the land until it was subdivided. 
Parties Already Gone 
As a proof that the lure of the ru- 
mored gold strike is gaining ground, 
it was ascertained that one or two 
outfits had left the city already and 
others were preparing to follow soon. 
On Tuesday a party • composed of 

'Franklin Redding, Wallaco Finch, and 
James Adams left the city with five 
pack horses. Tho party is headed by 

. Redding, an old prospector and guide. 
They expect to be absent all summer 

, and. will go up through the Yellow 

. Head. They would give no definite ac- 
count of the route they would take 
nor what they proposed doing: 
' On Friday, another party of six or 
Seven men will leave for Lao Ste. 
Anne, en route for the Yellow Head 
Pass. The movements of this outfit 
are even more carefully guarded than 
the other, and up to the present time 
the personnnel of the entire party has 
not been ascertalnel. It was learned 
on good authority that this party Is 
on a prospecting trip to tho Yellow 

•Head Pass and the surrounding 
eonntry. They will investigate the 
gold, rumor and also prospect for oth- 
er minerals. It is stated that thia 
party is backed by about a dozen 
prominent and influential men In tho 
city, and that each member of the 
party had been charged to keep strict- 
ly secret the movements of the out- 
fit. They leave tomorrow with pack 
horses for Lac Ste. Anne, and will 
rroceed from there up to the Y'ellow 
Head.. 

. On the Ground Floor 

' Other parties are also quietly being 
organized, all prompted by the one 
motive — to bo on the ground floor In 
ca.se gold is discovered near the Yel- 
lowhead. 

At Lac Ste. Anne the matter is not 
kept' so secret, probahly because it is 
impossible In so small a place. Out 
there AVilliam Spittal is outfitting 
with the avowed intention of .seeking 
for gold. Reports from the Lake state 
that "Spittal is the leader of the gold 
rush from here to .the Little Smoky 
river, which flows into the Fraser." 
He lias obtained his supplies and pack 
ponies and is prepared to start. 

The Lac Ste. Anno despatch fur- 
ther states: "Another outfit, owned 
by Messrs. Seton and Peddion, are 
also .starting this week for tho Little 
&rhpU'y river on a prospecting trip. 
Lac Ste. Anne Is the further settle- 
ment weit of Edmonton, and prospec- 
tors, surveyors and others are start- 
ing from here daily for the new El- 
dorado, which the G. T. P, will open 
up west of the Yellow Head Pass."

LAND STATIONS TO FOLLOW 



Usefulness of System on Steamers 
Demonstrated by Experiences of 
Many Craft

, Yesterday mornlns Capt. J. YV. 
Troup, superintendent of the C. P. R. 
S. S. Co., received advices from Mon- 
treal that wireless telegraphic appar- 
atus had been forwarded and was 'now 
on the way to Victoria for establish- 
ment on board the Skagway liners of 
the company, the steamers Princess 
May and Princess Royal, the latter of 
which will be completed early in Juno 
for the northern trade. The Marconi 
system Is to be used on the C. P. R. 
steamers, and the Installation of the 
apparatus on these vessels is the fore- 
runner of the placing of apparatus on 
all the steamers of the company's fleet. 
With the necessary land stations es- 
tablished, it is proposed to place oper- 
ators on the Skagway liners, and not 
only will constant communication be 
maintained and passengers given facili- 
ties to communicate with any part of 
the world, but a dally news bulletin 
will bo published, possibly a daily 
newspaper on each of the steamers. 

No advices have yet been received as 
to the establishment of land stations 
by the Dominion government, and no 
orders have yet been received In this 
regard by the local; agent of marine. 
It is reported, though, that in the near 
future stations ' will be placed at, 
Bamfield creek, on. the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island, . with which tho 
trans-Pacific liners "will be able tc 
communicate — for presumably the C 
P. R. will also' place Marconi appar- 
atus on the Empress liners, as a wire 
less telegraph station has already been 
established by the Japanese govern 
ment at Inuboye, the first land made 
by the liners when crossing; to Japu'.n — 
at Prince Rupert ant! at Cupe Laze, 
high headland on the Vancouver. Island 
coast near Comox, whence a govern 
ment land wire runs to Victoria. 

The steamer President, of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company, which was 
tho first commercial steamer on the 
North Pacific coast to have wireless 
telegraphy placed on board, has a new 
system, which differs from, the Marconi 
system. The United States govern- 
ment hqs stations at various coast 
points, including on e at Tat'oosh at the 
entrance to tho Straits of Fuca, and 
the steamer President can keep In con- 
stant communication with those sta 
tions while on her way from I San 
Francisco. 

• The Installation of wireless tele 
graphy on board steamers Is not alone 
of value to travellers, but also to the 
shipping men in the event of accident. 
This has already been' proven in many 
instances since owners began to equip 
their, vessels. Had the steamer Valen- 
cia, been equipped with wireless tele- 
graphy Capt. Johnson .. would easily 
have .been able to locate his position 
and avoided disaster; had the steamer 
Walla Walla been equipped with wire 
less telegraphy when she collided with 
the French ship Max off Cape Mendo 
cino news of the' disaster would have 
reached the nearby land via Mare 
Island wireless station in time to allow 
of the saving of more lives than was 
accomplished. . In the event , of ; 
steamer losing- her propeller and drift 
ing disabled, as was the case with tho 
Strathncvls, which years ago drifted 
for several months before being picket! 
up, assistance could readily be sum- 
moned, as was proven in tho case of a 
largo freighter recently disabled In the 
Gulf of Mexico, It was equipped with 
space- telegraph apparatus; so instead 
of flying distress signals the master 
began to send wireless messages In all 
directions: "We are disabled and need 
help," he said, giving the location of 
the ship. Soon word was received 
from a distant vessel that the appeal 
had been heard and help was coming. 

Aid by wireless at sea is possible in 
many ways; I'll fact, it is considered 
that wireless telegraph apparatus will 
soon be looked upon as necessary. 
Commander B. T. Willing, of the Unit- 
ed States navy, in a recent paper on 
the scope of the use of wireless tele- 
graphy at sea said:, Results, of course, 
have varied with the apparatus and 
the power employcrt, nnd. no doubt, 
deponded upon atmospheric conditions 
to a considerable extent. At times 
long distances were covered, messages 
being read, under favorable conditions, 
over distances of from 1,000 to 1,400 
miles. During experiments conducted 
in January of the present year mess- 
ages were received at Culebra Island, 
off Porto Rico, from the Atlantic fleet 
during several days. At times the 
sending vessel was over 1,100 miles 
distant. On one occasion the receiv- 
ing station at Culebra was able . to 
locate the relative positions of the dif- 
ferent vessels of tho fleet simply by the 
intensity and characteristics of the 
messages received. From these tests 
and others It is concluded that at tho 
present time wo have a transmitter 
sufficiently powerful for marine pur- 
poses; but as much cannot be said re- 
specting the receiver. Those employed 
on land are satisfactory, but those 
which may he used on a vessel cannot 
bo depended upon under all conditions, 
Commander Willing nays that this ap- 
paratus should bo capable of trans- 
mitting messages 1,000 miles without 
overstrain, and 500 miles surely tinder 
favorable conditions — for example, at 
njght. It should be nblo (o send a mes- 
sage at least 30 miles at any time of 
tho night or day. 

It is considered that communication 



can be maintained without • difficulty 
from tho C. P. R. steamers, and soon 
the Victoria office will be able - to bul- 
letin: 

"Princess May reports at Seymour 
Narrows; will arrive Victoria tomor- 
row 23.13 p. m." 

Many instances of how aid has been 
secured by steamers in distress by 
use of wireless are on record. One of 
tho vessels aidqd was the woll known 
turret steamer City of Everett, one- 
time' well known at this' port, which 
was on a voyage from Sabino Bar* 
Texas, towing a barge of oil to New 
York. The stool door of a_ forward 
turret was torn off by the sea', a com-; 
partment was Hooded and tho ship 
became unmanageable. She was then 
about 150 miles from Port Arthur, 
Texas. From the wireless chart show- 
ing the routes of the gulf vessels the 
captain saw that the ships Col. E. L. 
Drake and Maverick were about due at 
Port Arthur. He sought to locato 
thorn by wireless. The messngo, how- 
ever, was answered by the Captain H. 
F. Lucas,, which was 50 miles distant. 
The Everett communicated her posi- 
tion, tho Lucas did likewise, and they 
kept in communication until sighted. 
Tho disabled ship was then towed to 
tho shelter of Ship Shoal, where she 
was repaired. 

By means of wireless tho location 
gal 2 Marine page— Wireless— SUi£ five 

of "derelTcts""a constant menace to ha' 
vigatlon, becomes known. TTiey can 
bo avoided or destroyed. But a fa 
more Important aid to navigation of 
wireless now adopted by the United 
States government Is the distribution 
of storm warnings by wireless, parti- 
cularly off Cape Hatteras, "the Grave- 
yard of the Ships." At this point and 
elsewhere on the coast the Do Forest 
station each day sends out the weather 
indications from Washington. These 
warnings are sent Into the air at ran- 
dom to be caught up by all ships 
equipped with wireless apparatus and 
relayed by them until there Is a sort 
of continuous chain of warnings. 

One result of the establishment of 
wireless telegraphy on Atlantic ves- 
sels that has recently come to light is 
not so advantageous. On tho last 
westward trip of the French liner La 
Provence to New York the vessel ran 
into an electrical storm which caused 
tho compasses to go wild for tho 
greater part of a day. It was after- 
wards found that the wires between 
the mastheads had become so slack as 
to droop forwards the ship's dock, thus 
directing tho electric currents to the 
steel hull and undoubtedly causing the 
compass deflections which had been at 
first blamed upon some seismic dis- 
turbance. •■ • • • ■ 



TQ SEEK A PASSAGE 

Hudson's Bay Patrol to Try and Find 
Waterway to the West 

Ottawa, May 14,-r-Inspector- Jarvls, 
of the Royal Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice, will leave Reglna about-, June 15 
with a party of men to relieve Major 
Howard, who has been in command 
at the mouth' of the Mackenzie river 
during the past two years. The de- 
partment has also been advised that 
the new cruiser Rouvllle, constructed 
for patrol river service in Hudson bay, 
will leave England about the middle 
of June for the waters of the far 
north. One of the things which the 
Hudson bay patrol is expected to do 
is to establish a water connection be- 
tween Hudson bay and the west. A 
canoe parly will ascend Chesterfield 
inlet for a couplo of hundred miles, 
and it is expected will be able to make 
their way by water to Great Slave 
lake and south to Edmonton.

New York. May l l.-^-An attack upon 
the management of the Delaware & 
Hudson company because of its re- 
cent purchase of street railway prop- 
erty, purchase of coal lands and in- 
crease .in dividends, was made at. to- 
day's meeting of the stockholders of 
that company.

He declared that the 'com- 
pany had no business to go into tho 
transactions, and that the whole deal 
was tainted with graft; The Hudson 
Valley property, which was purchased 
for $3,000,000. he characterized as a 
bankrupt- road, worth not $2,000,000.

So far Is the lender is concerned, he 
secures a short date security, yielding 
a higher rate of interest than is or- 
dinarily possible to obtain with equal 
security, and in addition if interest 
rates continue high, bis money Is re- 
turned within a comparatively short 
time, and he Is nblo to invest again 
at similarly attractive rates.' On the 
other hand, if money rates decline, he 
has an option of taking a long date 
security at a price in keeping with 
present monetary conditions. 

It might be well for some of our 
Canadian municipalities and provincial 
governments who have largo loans 
coming, on the market, to consider a 
similar form of Issue.

Orient were accepted, i As statod In 
these columns yesterday the project for 
faster communication via Canada to 
tho colonies beyond tho Pacific has 
boen under consideration for some 
time, and now it has been definately 
accepted, a committee has been ap- 
pointed, including 'representatives of 
tho colonies interested, to draw up a 
programmo for the establishment of 
tho sorvices. It is proposed not only 
tb furnish the quickest communica- 
tion between. Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia and the Orient, but also to 
bring about, a reduction In freight 
rates, thus giving an Indirect form of 
preference to trie British colonies using 
the subsidized All-Bri'tlsh steamship 
lines and railways, 

The present contract for the delivery 
of the overseas malls bi/ tho C. P. R. 
Dystem from London to the Orient 
calls for tho carriage of tho mails in 
29 days between London and Hong 
Kong, and contract for tho carriage of 
mails to Australia allows of a con 
siderably delayed trip. The Canadian- 
Australian steamers run on schedule 
of 24 days, whereas It is now proposed, 
H?ith tie accelerated service to carry 
tho mails from London to Australia 
via Canada in 27 days. One thing Is 
certain; when the faster steamers are 
in service on the Pacific the route via 
Canada can far excel that via Suez 
both in point of time and in comfort 
to the traveler. At present the mall Is 
carried from London to Australia via 
tho Suez canal in 32 days; it is pro- 
posed to transport mails via Canada 
In 27 days. At present tho P. & O. 
liners and the C. P. R. steamers run in 
close competition on their different 
routes carrying malls to Hong Kong. 
The time is about the same, with the 
advantage slightly in favor of the 
Canadian system. With tho proposed 
accelerated service which cuts tho 
time by two days, from London to 
Hong Kong in 27 days, tho differenco 
will bo marked. 

The consensus of opinion among 
local shipping men Is that the Empress 
liners will be transferred to tho Aus- 
tralian route, as thoy could -' easily 
give the required elghtoen-days service 
to Australia via New Zealand and the 
usual calls, while thoy cannot make 
tho time required between Victoria 
and Hong Kong under the new re- 
quirements. With vessels of similar 
speed to those now serving on tho At 
lantic, however, the trip across the 
Pacific to Yokohama could readily be 
accomplished in nine days and tho run 
to Hong Kong in fourteen davs. As 
far. as giving a service of 27 "days is 
concerned, it is statod that this is easy 
i ;f accomplishment. The time could

mainus mills for • Antofagasta, and It 
la expected that the vessel will bo 
ready for sea about two weeks hence. 
Capt, Delano, her master, now recov- 
ering from tho effects of a fall on tho 
last voyage, was In Victoria yester- 
day. The Everett G. Griggsf was 
formerly the German bark Columbia, 
which was towed to Esquimalt in dis- 
masted condition some years ago by 
the Norwegian steamer Norman Isles.

Small tugs aro In demand, not only 
for tho cannery business but also for 
log-towing. Tho increasing demands 
of both Industries aro causing a short- 
age of sultablo tug boats. Tho local 
fleet of tenders, though, will bo small- 
er this season than that of last year. 
This season the tug fleet will consist 
of the Bute, operated for Malcolm, 
Cannon & Co., the Mystery and gaso- 
line launch Baldy, for Findlay, Dur- 
ham & Brodio; Progressive, for J. H. 
Todd & Sons; Phoenix, for H. .Bell- 
Irvlng & Co,, and Squid, for the Capi- 
tal City 'Canning company. Last sea- 
son a dozen steamers and tugs woro 
In use. 

TIig tug fleet of both Victoria and 
Vancouver is being reduced in nu- 
merical strength every week, as a 
number of tho smaller craft are go- 
ing north to sorve as cannery tenders 
during tho fishing season. The tugs 
remaining aro not spending any ldlo 
moments owing to tho demands of 
log-towing, The logging camps are 
putting logs Into tho .water at a very 
rapid rate, now that fine weather has 
arrived, and as there are more camps 
in operation than ever beforo In tho 
history of tho industry on this coast, 
the call for towboats has Increased to 
an extent which cannot bo promptly 
met by the fleet of boats now engaged 
custom towing. 

The Mosquito fleet Is suffering from 
a scarcity of firemen and deckhands. 
Good capable ,men for such work wero 
never so scarce before. The wages of 
Japnncso firemen, formerly $40 a 
month, have been Increased to $50, and 
experienced white men, deckhands pr 
firemen, are in great demand. 

DESERT LIGHTSHIP

umbia Declare Craft Unsafe

.7. H. Rogers, traffic manager of 
the White Pass & Yukon route, who 
was In tho city yesterday, said thnt 
according to advices received from tho 
north by him the Yukon river steam- 
boat service would probably com- 
mence about the beginning of July. 
Tho steamer White Horse will ho, tho 
first vessel to leave White Horse for 
Dawson, and she will carry a largo 
cargo. Ho expects that freight re- 
ceipts for Dawson this year will lie 
in excess of all previous years. To 
cope with tho demands of shippers tho 
company has had fivo large barges 
consti/iictcd, and a Bternwheoler has 
been built for uso as a tugboat on tho 
Yukon. Dumber for these vessels w 
all sent north from Victoria. 



Thero was landed in Victoria a few 
days ago "Georgo Pfilter," who also 
claims tho title of "Princess of Cov- 
alsky," and who has a penchant for 
male attire, as well as stories of sec- 
ret plots and Russian secret service 
agents. Tho princes.-? camo to San 
Francisco on the last trip of the 
steamer Ventura, which was recently 
withdrawn from the Australian route, 
and as a result of the refusal of the 
United States immigration officials to 
allow her to land at San Francisco, 
tho Oceanic Steamship company w'as 
put to an expenso of over $1,000. Ac- 
cording to the United States immigra- 
tion law, persons refused landing must 
ho taken back to the port whence 
they were brought, but as tho Ventura 
was not to return to tho Antipodes an 
arrangement was made to send the 
"Princess" and her husband, who 
accompanies her, to Victoria by tho 
steamer Umatilla. Hero tho couple 
were permitted to land from the Uma- 
tilla. 

On the voyago north the officers of 
tho Umatilla could scarcely believe 
that tho "Prinoess" in masculine at- 
tire was a woman. They state she 
had every mannerism of a man. The 
"Princess," however, found men's 
clothes an embarrassment, and began 
to fear that If she was thus attired 
on reaching Victoria tho Canadian of- 
ficials would refuse her admission. 

The lady passengers on the Uma- 
tilla then came to tho assistance of 
the "Princess." A wardrobe was col- 
lected for the woman from various 
ladles, and when the Umatilla docked 
at Victoria the "Princess" camo ashore 
dressed like the other women. 



TIBERIUS ASHORE

Stranded Near Japanese Port 

A telegram received yestorday from 
New York reported that tho German 
steamer Tiberius was ashore near 
Mororan, and leaking forward. It was 
reported that somo of her freight 
would have to bo lightened.

Capt. Gaudln left last night for 
Vancouver to take over three "nine- 
teen tugs buoys which have arrived 
thero from tho east for uso in local 
waters. 

Steamer Princess May will sail 
again for tho north on Saturday. 

British ship Hyderabad, chartered 
to load lumber at Vancouver, is be- 
ing paid 5-s Gd per thousand for car- 
rying a cargo to Valparaiso. 

German ship Tarpcnbck, which came 
to Royal Roads from Chemainus, to 
ship a crew, sailed last night for An- 
tofagasta. 

Strenuous efforts are being made to 
capture tho Chinaman who escaped 
from the British steamer Woodford, 
at Millside, a few days ago, but noth- 
ing has yet been heard of him. His 
flight makes tho captain of the ves- 
sel liable to tho payment of $500 head 
tax on tho Oriental. 

News comes from Valdez of a mu- 
tiny on tho part of tho crew of tho 
steamer Pennsylvania of the North- 
western SS. Co., resulting In several 
seamen being placed In jail at Val- 
dez. Arrivals at Seattle by the 
steamer Yucatan stated that the 
trouble has resulted from the drunken- 
ness of tho crew while at Valdez. 
Captain Blaine, the mastor of tho 
Pennsylvania, ho said, sought to en- 
force discipline and mot with resist- 
ance. As a result nine sailors were 
locked In Jail and charges of mutiny 
will ho preferred before a United 
States federal commissioner. 

Tho U. S. steamship Thetis Is now 
taking on stores nt San Francisco 
preparatory to going to Alaskan waters. 
Tho Thotls, which is now in command 
of Capt. Henderson, formerly of the 
tug Areata, will probably bo the first 
of tho U. S. revonuo cutters sent to 
Bering Sea this season for patrol 
duty.

The tug Beaver, of Seattle, hns ar- 
rived at Vancouver from tho Sound 
for inspection necessnry to a chungo 
in register from American to British. 
She has been bought by, the Jordan 
River Lumber company, which has ex- 
tensive limits at Jordan river, on the 
west coast of Vancouver Ishuid, about 
38 miles west from Victoria. Tho 
Heaver will be used to tow log' booms 
from tho west coast to this city and 
the Sound,

Three Days' Racing 

A meeting of the Victoria Driving 
club was hold last evening, when it 
was decided to hold a race meet oii 
Juno 20, 21 and 22 at the Driving 
park. This will mark the opening ol 
the new race track, and everl elfort 
will bo put forth to make, it success- 
ful. Arrangements for the meeting 
were made, committees were appoint- 
ed and everything put in motion for 
one of the best meets ever held in 
Victoria. Tlie secretary of the club 
was instructed to arrange with the 
Vancouver and Ladner raving associ- 
ations, in order that there should be 
no confiding of dates, and to send 
communications to Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, advertising 1 the races. 
Tho programme committee presented 
their report, ;n which they suggest- 
ed that the programme for the three 
days' meet should he as follows; 

First day — Three minute class, trot 
or pace; 2.15 trot or 2.20 pace; halt 
mile dash; five-eighth dash, and sev- 
en-eighth dash. 

Second day — 2.40 trot or 2,35 pace; 
gent's, road race, trot or pace; flvc- 
eiglith dash; seven-eighths dash, and 
one mile. 

Third day— 2.1:5 trot or 2.30 pace; 
free-for-all; seven-eighths dash; one 
mile dash and one mile consolation. 

Winners in first day' -s race to carry 
five pounds extra. 

After considerable discussion this 
programme was adopted by tho meet- 
ing and the racing committee was in- 
structed to prepare a statement show- 
ing the prizes for each race. With 
the programme arranged, every effort 
will be made to secure .sufficient funds 
to carry on the meeting, and the fi- 
nance committee will lose no time in 
getting to work. In order to guar- 
antee three thousand dollars in purses 
considerable collecting will have to bo 
done, and the committee will have 
some work for the next few weeks se- 
curing the necessary guarantee. The 
printing committee was also Instruct- 
ed to commence work, and within the 
next few days tho advertising matter 
in connection with the races will he 
distributed. Tho Agricultural associ- 
ation will be requested to have tho 
track finished at the earliest possible 
moment, in order that the horses may 
be trained, and it is expected that be- 
fore tho end of tho week everything 
will l)o in readiness for the opening 
day of the races.. This race meet will 
he an important epoch in tho history 
of horse racing in Victoria, and ft 
will be an auspicious occasion for the 
lovers of good horse flesh when tho 
opening of the track Is. commenced. 
Another meeting of the club will be 
held at the Driard hotel on Tuesday 
evening next, and every person In- 
terested is requested to attend.

The Vancouver Province Ik author- 
ity tor tho statement that there are 
now being staked off in British Col- 
umbia every month an average of over 
live hundred square miles of timber, 
lire, cedar and spruce. At this rute 
there Is being added monthly to the 
certain annual receipts ol tho provin- 
cial treasury the sum of $62,500, or a 
total of $750,000 per annum, it must 
Ijo remembered that this is on ac- 
count of what may", In tiie language, of 
tho insurance companies, be termed 
"new business," for consideration is 
not taken of the thousands of timber 
licenses taken oul prior to Jan. 3, 1007, 
which continue to pay annual fees to 
the province as long as they are In 
existence. Nor are royalties or rentals 
considered. 

Recent Enormous Growth 

That the enormous growth In the 
exploitation Of the timber resources 
of the province may be the better un- 
derstood a comparison of the business 
done during January, February, 
March and 'April of tho present year 
may be made with tho transactions 
which occurred during the correspond- 
ing period of 1906, From* Jan. 1 to 
April :!0, 1 !)07, there were i»#uo 1{.?,$.G2 
licenses for as many square miles of 
timber lands. The revenue derived 
from these licenses was approximately 
$282,500, anil with no lapses the prov- 
ince will receive just as much money 
from these lands next year, the year 
after next, and so on, until the timber 
lias been cut. 

During the first four months of 1H0G 
but (181 licenses were Issued; with a 
consequent revenue of $85,500 in ap-' 
proximate figures. 

Facts About Staking 

Tho revenue from tlrhber licenses 
for the first four months or the pres- 
ent year bus been greater by far-Uian 
the revenue for the llr.st six months of 
lllOG. If the present average of stak- 
ing should continue during the re- 
mainder of the current year— and 
there Is reason to believe that it will 
not only hold but will Increase— the 
total receipts from timber licenses for 
the first nine months of 1007 will ex- 
ceed by about $45,000 the total rev- 
enue from the same source for tho 
entire calendar year of 190G.

conclusion which can therefore be 
reached is that the Investors intend 
to erect mills in British Columbia to 
cut the timber on the limits which 
they have acquired and are holding at 
no inconsiderable expense. In the 
great majority of Instances specula- 
tion lias not been a factor in these 
American investments. The men from 
the States who have put their money 
into British Columbia timber are 
nearly all well known lumber manu- 
facturers, mill owners and dealers 
who thoroughly know their business 
and are well versed as to the 'condi- 
tions and government regulations gov- 
erning the timbering and lumbering 
industries of British Columbia. 
Taking Up Outlying Timber 
Up to the last eighteen inoiths or 
two years the staking of timber limits 
in the province may bo said to have 
boon practically confined to certain 
comparatively restricted areas. Lat- 
terly, however, limits are being taken 
up in sections far removed from re- 
cognized routes of travel and in locali- 
ties absolutely without transportation 
facilities. Those who are securing 
timber In such Isolated region are 
( looking to the development of the fu- 
i ttire to enrich them. Where two years 
ago the majority of limits on the 
coast were taken up on Vancouver 
Island and at points along the main- 
land coast a distance of 200 or 250 
miles north of the city of Vancouver, 
it has now become common for li- 
censes to be taken out for the cutting 
of timber far to the north. Scarcely 
a week passes but what locators ad- 
vertise applications for timber on the 
mainland to the north of Queen Char- 
lotto Sound, on the Queon Charlotte 
Islands,- and on the other numerous 
islands which line the coost as far 
north as the Portland canal, which is 
bisected by the boundary line between 
British Columbia and Alaska.

The. remainder came principally 
from royalties on timber manufactur- 
ed, the receipts under this head be- 
ing $219,000 in round figures, while 
approximately $84,000 was secured 
from rentals of timber lands. 
American Capital Investing 

Prominent fentures in connection 
with tho movement in timber during 
thc past ten mouths have been the 
slaking of limits far afield from the 
usual haunts of the timber cruiser and 
the advent of American capital. 
Wealthy lumbermen of tho United 
States, men who own large manufac- 
turing enterprises In thc Eastern and 
Middle Western States, and even those 
operating in the Pacific coast states of 
tho union, have been literally pouring 
their money into British Columbia. 
Owing to the care with which this 
class of men have made their invest- 
ments they are now in possession of 
exceedingly large tracts of tho finest 
timber of the kind In the world. It 
is noticeable, too, that, having become 
interested in British Columbia timber, 
this American capital is constantly 
seeking lo increase its holdings. 

A noteworthy point in connection 
with this Investment of American 
capital is that it has accrued in the 
face of the knowledge that British 
Columbia does not. permit her timber 
to bo exported In an unmanufactured

Northwestern States in 1S70, and the 
Lake States in 1S90. Today the 
Southern States, which cut yellow 
pine amounting to one-third the total 
annual lumber cut of tho United 
States, are approaching their maxi- 
mum, and the Pacific States' will soon 
take the ascendancy. Tho state of 
Washington within a few years has 
come to the front, and now ranks first 
of all individual states in volume of 
cut. 

Lest it might be assumed that tho 
rapid and gaining depletion of the 
forest resources of thc United States 
ls sufficiently accounted for by the 
increase of population, it is pointed 
out that the Increase of population - 
since 1880 is barely more than half 
the increase in lumber cut In the same 
period. The United States today is 
described , as being in the same posi-' 
tion with regard to forest resources as 
Germany was a hundred and fifty 
years ago. During this period of a 
hundred and fifty years such German 
states as Prussia and Saxony, espe- 
cially the former, have applied a pol- 
icy of government control and regu- 
lation which has Immensely Increased 
tho productivity of their forests. Still 
better results can be achieved on this 
continent, because advantage can ho* 
taken of all the lessons which Europe 
has learned and paid for. 

Tho bulletin presents an Important 
and valuable array of facts and ar- 
guments In favor of government for- 
est operations, and as such Is worthy 
of attention In this country as well as 
In the United States. Such opera- 
tions are pre-eminently the work of 
the state. The lumberman or private 
forest owner cannot wait a century 
to see his Investment in tree-planting 
realize its full return. Indeed, to se- 
cure a second crop of trees of tho 
same size as are now being cut down, 
the wait will have to bo longer, for 
the bulletin states that the average 
age of the trees felled for lumber in 
the United States last year is not less 
than one hundred and fifty years.

THE TIMBER SUPPLY 

An Interesting Bulletin Just Issued 
By the Washington Government 

An interesting government. ..bulletin 
has been issued horn Washington 
showing that the per capita consump- 
tion of wood in tho United States Is 
six times greater than in Europe. 
Doubtless the same comparison 
would apply approximately to the 
consumption of wood in Canada; and 
though the importance of such a 
statement In relation to the existing 
timber supplies of this country Is not 
ns great as it is in relation to the 
consumption and timber supplies of 
the United Stales, yet the question 
of conservation and increase of the 
forest wealth of Canada is one that 
is rightly receiving tho practical at- 
tention of the Dominion government. 

Thc bulletin referred to states that 
there Is consumed every year in the 
United Stiites between three and four 
times more wood than all the forests 
of the United States grow in tho 
meantime. Such a lavish rate of con- 
sumption of the forest products of 
tho United States can lead only to one 
result, unless steps are taken to pre- 
vent waste In use and to increase the 
growth rate of every forest area. That 
result will be, as the bulletin says, a 
timber famine. Two areas supplying

OKANAGAN FLOURISHING

CANADIAN APPLES 

Growth of Trado With the North of 
England. 

Ottawa, May 14. — An interesting re- 
port upon "The North of England as a 
market for Canadian Apples," has 
been received at tho Trade and Com- 
merce department, from Its agent hi 
Leeds. Tlie report states: "In the 
counties of Yorkshire, Durham and 
Northumberland, . which form the 
northeast part of England, there la a 
population nearly equalling that of the 
whole of Canada, almost entirely de- 
pendent upon foreign sources for its 
supply of fruit The United States 
has boon catering to this market for 
years, and with the iiewly established 
service of liners between Hull and 
Australia, the latter country has now 
entered the Held. Capo Colony lias 
also recognl/.ed the importance of tills 
market, and is making efforts to culti- 
vate a trade in South African grown 
fruit, especially In pears. Tho most 
remarkable development, however, 
which lias occurred h recent years Is 
the great expansion in tho Imports of 
Canadian apples. According to the 
most reliable estimates, three-fifths of 
tho apples which have been offered for 
sale In the three northeastern coun- 
tries during tlie past season were ship- 
ped here by Canadian growers. On- 
tario contributed the most to this sup- 
ply, the shipments from Woodstock, 
Bowmanville, Dundas, Palermo, and 
Volbqrno being especially plentiful." 

The report proceeds to say that there 
Is every indication that tho Imports of 
Canadian apples during the coming 
season will surpass even those of last 
season. Under the system of direct 
Importations to Loods during the sea- 
son Just closed amounted to 53,000 
barrels of Canadian apples, one linn 
alone taking 30,000, Besides these Im- 
portations, large shrprnents were re- 
ceived at Hull, Bradford, etc. Thou- 
sands of barrels were purchased by 
auction in Liverpool nnd Glasgow, The 
Leeds agent attributes much of the 
growth of the direct trado to enquiries 
distributed by the Trade a'nd Com- 
merce department. Strict government 
Inspection has given Canadian apples 
a preference over apples from the 
United States. 

The report contains valuable sugges- 
tions for shipping nnd packing, and 
advises large exporters to visit Eng- 
land personally and'ttbt In touch with 
lliu trade ihero 



The statutory meeting of tlie pro- 
vincial board of horticulture convened 
at tho office of tho deputy minister 
of agriculture on Monday morning and 
concluded its labors yesterday. All 
the members were present and the 
meeting was a most harmonious and 
profitable one. Not in tlie history of 
the board has there been greater 
unanimity of purpose to safeguard tho 
horticultural interests of this prov- 
ince, 

It was decided that the recent for- 
ward movement In orchard cleaning 
must be continued and expanded just 
as rapidly as the funds available for 
this work will admit. A good begin- 
ning has been made. Some two thou- 
sand orchards and, gardens have been 
inspected. In Vancouver alone over 
10,000 trees were carefully examined 
and instructions given in pruning and 
cleansing. A like* proportion lias 
been dealt with in Victoria, Nanalmo, 
New Westminster and tho Chllliwack 
valley. 

Unfortunately there was a great 
scarcity of spraying pumps .during the 
winter, so that parties who honestly 
intended to have sprayed their trees 
were prevented from doing so. There 
was also a scarcity of labor, which 
exists even to this day. Sulphur, which 
constitutes a most valuable ingredient 
lii spraying mixtures, was exceedingly 
scarce during March and April. Or- 
ders that were sent to San Francisco 
could not be filled. 

This unusual scarcity is explained 
by tlie grent activity prevailing in or- 
chard cleansing in Oregon and Wash- 
ington, where compulsory spraying is 
now the order of the day. 

It Is expected that all the difficul- 
ties which were experienced from these 
several causes will have been solved 
when spraying with tlie llme-sulphur- 
sale solution will bo resumed next 
October. 

In discussing this matter witli a re- 
presentative of tlie Colonist, Inspector 
Cunningham strongly advised careful 
spraying with Bordeaux mixture as 
soon as the bloom is off the trees. 
This Is a most necessary precaution 
against tlie. spread of fungus disease, 
which is almost suj-e to attack coast 
sections as soon as warm rains be- 
gin to rail. We have had a long sea- 
son of dry, clear weather, which is 
likely to bo followed by damp; warm 
atmospheric conditions favorable to 
the spread of fungus. This can be 
guarded against only by liberal spray- 
ing with the Bordeaux mixture. 

If caterpillars and other leaf-eating 
insects appear, five ounces of pure 
paris green should he added to the 
barrel of Bordeaux, or preferably three 
to four pounds of arsenate of load to 
the barrel of Bordeaux. The arson- 
ate of letid will not Injure the. most 
delicate foliage, and is sure death to 
all lent caters. 

Tho inspector states that he Intends 
to spend this year In field work 
throughout tlie various sections of the 
province. The burden of nursery 
stock and fruit Inspection litis pre- 
vented more field work bolng x done in 
recent years, but the business Is so 
well organized now that we will have 
a comparatively free hand "for the re- 
mainder of tlie year. 

It has been definitely decided that 
the fumigation of infected Japanese 
and Chinese oranges must cease. Such 
fruit will be treated exactly as other 
Infected fruit is dealt with. It will 
be ruled off the markets of this prov- 
ince. If California citrus fruit is 
found to be scale- infected It cannot 
be sold and distributed in British 
Columbia. 

Importers cannot be too urgent in 
advising shippers to send only abso- 
lutely clean fruits to British Colum- 
bia. Tlie motto must be, "Clean 
fruit for clean Canadian money." 
American fruit growers take nothing 
lint cash from British Columbia con- 
sumers. Under the circumstances wo 
hare the right to insist that they send 
us only clean, pure fruit, and this 
right we shall maintain: 

Bulletins can be obtained from the 
department of agriculture giving full 
instructions for the use of Bordeaux 
mixture, paris green and arsenate of 
lead.

WINTER'S FiNAL KICK 

Montrealers Afflicted by a Snow Storm 
in May. 

The snow on Saturday afternoon 
caused Montrealers to rub their eyes 
in astonishment, and wonder how 
many final kicks winter was going- 
lo take before expiring, says the Mon- 
treal Gazette of May 6. It was genu- 
ine snow, too, although it melted rap- 
idly as soon as It reached the ground 
Starting shortly after two o'clock in 
tho afternoon, it lasted until well after 
three, and was followed by a drying 
wind which ended up with a sharp 
frost. Taken all round, May 4, 1007, 
will bo remembered as a somewhat 
remarkable day from a weather point 
of view. 

AVliile snow in May is not unique, 
heavy Hurry like that of Saturday 
has not been experienced for many 
years. Going back to May 14, 1S73, 
tlioso who keep weather records state 
there was a fall of snow, and on May 
1 and 2 of the following year it snow 
cd all day. The year 1S74 was a re 
cord for a late winter for the ice did 
not break up at Quebec until May S 
ind when it did finally go out it did 
great damage to the shipping of that 
port. The previous lata record for 
the ice to break up was in 1836. 

In the following year 1S75 there was 
a sleet storm as late as May 10, and 
two years later on May 7, Montreal 
was visited by n very severe hail 
torm. In 1S7S the record snows that 
now fell on May 12, while on May 
5 in 1S79, there wua a very severe 
frost which worked havoc in the 
gardens and orchards of the island of 
Montreal. 

During the eighties, snowstorms 
May were not by any means : 
known. On May 3, 18S0, there, was 
flurry of snow, while in 1SS2 and ISSU 
May 1 and 2 snow fell in consid- 
ible quantities in tin: city. In 1883 
again, on May l.'i, there was cold 
weather and a small snowstorm, and 
while it did not touch .Montreal on 
May 22 in the. same year, the middle 
states experienced ono of the heavi- 
est snowstorms of the season. 

There was a visit from tho snow 
man In May 1, 18SS, and on May 4, R 
and 0, in 1891; Monthealcrs had a real 
touch of winter and for three days 
the eltv bore a very. wintry appearanc 
sleighing being indulged in as though 
it were mid winter. 

In more recent years, the weathet 
man has dealt more kindly with tin 
people of Montreal, and snow in May 
Is not remembered or recorded. 
Coming down lo 11)02, however, there 
wore severe frosts on May '.1 and 10 
which did much damage to vegeta- 
tion. Last year even, there was a 
slight fall of snow, on May 2, al- 
though it was by no means so heavy 
or of 'the same duration as the one 
Which visited tlie city 011 Saturday. 
So taking everything into considera- 
tion there are plenty of instances on 
record where winter and showflakes 
have taken the place of May sun- 
shine and flowers. 

Saturday's storm seems to have 
been quite impartial in its attentions 
and Montreal was not the only place 
visited. The officers of the Allan 
liner, Ionian, state that a heavy mid- 
winter storm raged in Quebec on 
Saturday. Ottawa! had her snow- 
plows out and Toronto was not ne- 
glected.

observe neutrality In alowing Russia 
to occupy these properties, is consid- 
ered doubtful This excuse is not con- 
sidered honest, slnco Japan Is fully 
aware of China's helplessness to en- 
forco neutrality, while Japan, In re- 
gard to the abuse of neutrality, is 
consldcrd equally guilty. Russia holds 
m ich appropriated property which has 
been leased to Japanese traders with- 
out any compensation to China.

CANADIAN LOSES APPEAL. 

Unsuccessfully Attacked Michigan Pri - 
son Law. 

Washington, May 11. — The Supremo 
court of the United States has refused 
to come to the relief of Charles Uch- 
banks, who is Imprisoned at Jackson, 
Michigan, but who claims to bo a citi- 
zen of Canada. It appears that Uch- 
banks is now serving his third term in 
prison, and while he was sentenced for 
a term of not exceeding two years, ho 
has already been confined for more 
than three years. Under a new law 
of tho state, which prescribes a mini- 
mum penalty of five years fot those 
who have served previous sentences, 
unless some reputable person will 
vouch for their future conduct. Being 
a 'non-resldont and unacquainted in 
Michigan, Uchbanks has failed tn 
secure his endorsement. He attacked 
tho lavv as unconstitutional, but the Su- 
preme court refused to take cognizance 
of the matter, thus leaving It lh the 
discretion of tho state nuthorltes. His 
effort was through nn original action 
in the Supreme court to secure a writ 
of habeas corpus, but his petition was 
denied. 



REVOLUTION IN SIMBRISK. 

Peasants in Russian Province Too 
Strong For Authorities. 

Simbrisk, Russia, May 14. — A strong 
revolutionary agrarian movement Is 
now in progress In tile province. It 
originated in a rural strike In the 
Bcrnsk district. Rural guards sent 
there to restore order fired on a mob 
of peasants, but were overpowered 
and disarmed, th sun-chief of tho dis- 
trict and several guards being severely 
Injured. In spite of the dispatch of 
Cossacks to the scene the movement 
rapidly spread throughout t ho prov- 
ince, and a minor state of martial law 
was proclaimed. A secret congress of 
tiie peasant lenders Is now in session 
here.
